This position was taken by the pre- 
lates today when they rejected the 
formula for a compromise advanced in 
the conference of their delegates with 
President Calles late. Saturday night.

tion of the priests was entirely admin- 
istrative in purpose, but later they 
@iscovered that he gave out a state- 


ment to.a newspaper saying that re-|'

ik "the laws.” Tus Bishops also charged 
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that the statement which they issued 
after the.conferente, at the President’s 
xequest, had been altered in its word- 
ing at the Chapultepec Palace. 

As a result of the breakdown in ne- 
gotiations, piscopate has dropped 
its tenta dered project for 
resuming services In the churches. 

‘ EBpiscopate Decides to, Fight On. 
‘The Episcopate held a meeting to- 
might and unanimously decided to 
carry out the orders first issued when 
the Calles decrees were published, sus- 
pending all church services. It was 
decided that further conferences were 
‘useless as the prelates were convinced 
* that the present Government was play- 
ing for time and was unwilling to sus- 


pend the penal tions and the or- 
der requiring e registration of 


priests. 

The bishops are. gonfident that four 
weeks more of the boycott will bring 
the Government to terms, as Catholics 
in all parts of the republic report that 
the whole country is showing the ef- 
fects. 


Bishop Diaz Explains Situation. 


Bishop Pascual Diaz of the State of 
Tabasco, who as Secretary of the Epis- 
copate is the spokesman of the Church 


in Mexico, explained to THe New 
York Times correspondent today the 
reasons for the conference with Presi- 
dent Calles and the significance of the 
result. 

Moved by a desire to place them- 
selves on record as having protested 
e@gainst the religious regulations in 
person to President Calles, he said, a 
commhittee of the episcopate, compris- 
ing Archbishop Leopoldo. Ruiz y Flores 
of Michoacan and Bishop Diaz, readily 
accepted the invitations extended by 
Eduardo Mestro to meet the President. 

Bishop Diaz added that the episco- 
pate always had been ready and anx- 
ious to accept mediation in a form that 
‘would satisfy the Catholics and would 
permit the renewal of religious wor- 


The members of the episcopate were 
consulted, and after a discussion it 
was agreed that Archbishop Ruiz and 
Bishop Diaz should explain to Presi- 
dent Calles the exact position of the 
Church, and, if possible, arrive at a 
conclusion that would permit the faith- 
ful to use the churches and at the 
same time settle once for all the diffi- 
culties under which the Catholic 
Church had been working for many 
years. It was believed that through 
personal contact with President Calles 
the Catholic questions would be placed 
before the Chief Magistrate in such a 
form that an agreement would soon be 
reached. 


Calles’s Power to Act at Issue. 


When ushered into the presence of 
the President in the Chapultepec, Pal- 
ace, Bishop Diaz found him in unusu- 


ally good humor. The conference be- 

gan immediately. During the conver- 

sation, which lasted for two and a half 

hours, no decision was reached, as 

bm sides continued firm in their posi- 
ons. 

Archbishop Ruiz, presenting the 
Church side of the problem, told the 
President that if Sefior Calles, the

Callizo, French Flier, Rises 
41,811 Feet, World’s Record 


BUC, Versailles, France,’ Aug. 23 
(?).—M. Callizo is reported .to have 
broken thé world’s altitude record 
today, reaching a height of 12,800 
metres (41,811. feet). The record 
had stood at 12,066 metres (39,576 
feet) a mark made by the same 
aviator. Callizo took off at the air- 
drome at 5 o'clock this afternoon 
and landed at Le Bourget two 
hours and twenty-five minutes 
tater. ‘

mark he set is approximately eight 
miles.

PRISONER IN ATHENS 


Fleeing Quit When Threatened 
With Destruction. 











TWO AIDS ARE ALSO TAKEN 


Attempt to. Hide in Wireless 
Turret Has Brought Ridicule 
on Former Dictator.

ATHENS, Greece, Aug. 23.—The de- 
stroyer Leon, which had been sent by 
the new Condylis régime to prevent the 
escape of General Pangalos, deposed 
President, found the destroyer Per- 
gamos, on which he was fleeing, near 
Cape Matapan last night. The Per- 
gamos refused to heave to at first, but 
after warning shots had ‘been fired 
she surrendered. The crew of the 
Pergamos intended to surprise the 
Leon by using hand grenades. until 
they saw from the first fusillade that 
resistance was impossible. 

General Patigalos was found hiding 
on board in spite of the commander's 
Aenials. The warships returned here 
about 6:30 o’clock’ this morning. Pan- 


galos is now confined under ¢lose 
guard in the military hospital here. 
General Condylis, leader of the. revo- 
lution, addressed a pupular demon- 
stration yesterday Wilich was cailed 
te celebrate the suppression of Gcn- 
eral Pangalos’s ‘‘tyrannical rule.” He 
was repeatedly interrupted by the 
crowd, which demanded immediate for- 
mation of a coalition Government and 
announcement of a general é¢ledticn, 
‘his General Condylis promised to do. 
He declared that those who had heen 
responsible for the tyranny now sup- 
Fressed must be held fully responsible 
for their action and that their punish- 
ment was a duty to the nation. 


Demand Punishment as Example. 

A similar demonstration held in Sal- 
oniki demanded that the army return 
to its work and that exemplary pun- 


ishment be meted to those respon- 
sible for the Pangalos Government as 
an example for posterity and as the 
end of: all dictatorships. : 

General Condylis today called a con- 
‘ference of party leaders to discuss for- 
mation of a new coalition Cabinet, but 
it probably will not be held until to- 
morrow, to give the parties time for 
discussion. 

Admiral Conduriotis was expected to 
return this evening to take up his 
duties as President of the republic. 

General Pangalos will bo put on trial 
before the. High Court of Sustice with 
the other deposed Ministers. While a 
prisoner on board the Pergamos he was 
interviewed by Representative Blef- 
theros Typos, who once supported him. 
Pangalos expressed sorrow and sur- 
prise because his former friends and 
supporters had betrayed him and en- 
compassed .his downfall, He said he 
had had definite plans to bring about 
normal conditions and to announce 
holding elections. He said he had a

Henry de la Bruyere Carpender and 
Willie Stevens, who are charged with 
the murder of the Rev. Dr. Hdward 
W. Hall and Mrs. Hleanor R. Mills four 
years ago near New Brunswick, N. J., 
did not win freedom on bail yesterday. 
Chief Justice William 8S. Gummere, 
before whom applicatiton was made in 
Newark, refused to act. He said that 
his colleague, Supreme Court Justice 
Charles W. Parker, whose judicial dis- 
trict includes the place of the crime, 
had volunteered to cut short his vaca- 
tion in order to hear the bail applica- 
tion. 

Justice Parker 1s at Northeast Har- 
bor, Me. Robert H. McCarter, counse) 
for the accused men, who have been in 
jail twelve days, telephoned and tele- 
graphed to the Justice, seeking a date 
for a hearing. Senator «Alexander 
Simpson, in charge of thé Hall-Mills 
investigation, did likewise. 

At Northeast Harbor, Me., it was 
said last night that Justice Parker had 
started back. ah 

The hearing before Justice Parker 
probably will be held in Somerville on 
Thursday, according to the under- 
standing last night of Mr. McCarter. 


Court Hearing in News 

Application to the Chief Justice was 
made in the*Newark Court. House. 
After several routine motions in other 
litigation had been disposed of, but 
before all thé motions awaiting ruling 
had been presented, Senator Simpson 
broke in to bring up the Hall-Mills 


case, é 
“Tf the Conrt pleases,’’he said, ‘I 
am here-in response to a telegram 
signed Robert H. McCarter. I had.no 
formal notice of motion and I am: won- 
dering whether they are going to make 
a motion. I have had no formal notice 
and I have been sitting here for an 
hour waiting for themto make the ap- 
plication. — 

“This is a criminal matte and I un- 
derstood that your Honor would hear 
criminal matters in the beginning of 
the litigated motions. - So,I would like 
to’ know whether they are going to 
make the motion.”’ 

Former Attorney General McCarter, 
leader of the defense, was obviously 
surprised by the action of the special 
prosecutor. He explained to the Chief 
Justice that he had been merely await- 
ing the convenience of the Court. 

‘What is your application?” said the 
Chief Justice. : 

“Our application is to admit to bail 
Mr. Henry Carpender and Mr. William 
C. Stevens, who are incarcerated in-the 
Somerset County Jail becayse of the 
charge of murder on Sept. 14, 1922.” 

Asks Why They Come to Him. 

‘Why do you make the application to 
me?’ asked the Court. : 

“Because Justice Parker, who sits in 
that circuit, is away and will not re- 
turn until September, I understand, 
and also because Judge Cleary, the 
local Judgé, has no jurisdiction to hear 
such an application.” 

—, Gummere paused, and then 
said: 

“T heard an application some two 
weeks ago to release Mrs. Hall on bail, 
probably connected with the same 
crime, according to the theory of the 
State. I had no knowledge of the ap- 
plication going to be made until it 
was made. 

‘Justice. Parker, having observed in

Vault Built to Withstand Mobs and Bombs — 
To Hold State’s $200,000,000 in New Building 





ALBANY, Aug. 23.—A most modern 
vault for holding $200,000,000 in cash 
and gilt-edged securities owned by the 
State will be built in the new twenty- 
six-story office building which the 
State is to erect just west of the 
Capitol. In case of ‘fire it can be 
flooded with water. State Architect 
Sullivan W. Jones declared today it 
would be the safest vault that human 
ingenuity could devise. It will contain 
alarms connected with sirens outside 
the building and also with Albany Po- 
lice Headquarters and the bankers’ 
protective system. ; 

Plans for the vault are being drawn 
by the State Architect’s force. Its pro- 
posed location is being kept a secret 
and the specifications and details of 
the construction are confidential. It 
ine: measure approximately 50 by 50 
On Wednesday Governor Smith and 
members of the State Building Com- 
mission will open bids for the wreck- 
ing of the buildings. that now occupy 
the site where the new office building 
is to be built.

While the State carries no insurance, 
the new vault will be so designed and 
built that it would take the lowest- 
insurance rate. It will be fire and 
burglar proof and as near drill proof 
as it can be made, and will offer the 
gsfeatest resistance to bombs and ex- 
plosives or to mob attack. 

The walls, floors and roof will be of 
flint concrete forty-eight inches in 
thickness, reinforced by an armor mat 
of high grade cold-drawn steel fabric. 
The doors will be of the circular type, 
two feet in thickness, with a time lock 
opened and closed with a concealed 
electric engine. Ri

TRAPPING RUM BOATS 


Clause of Tariff Act Allowing 
Percentage of Proceeds Up 
to $50,000 Is Invoked. 


NEW SQUADS PATROL RIVERS 


Forty Customs Inspectors on 
Prohibition Duty in Three 
Eight-Hour Shifts. 


The Federal Government is prepared 
to pay tipsters for information leading 
to ‘the seizure of rum boats, This was 
announced yesterday by Deputy Sur- 
veyor of Customs ‘John McGill, who 
is in charge of the new harbor -patrol 
of forty. customs inspectors who were 
sworn in on Saturday as prohibition 
agents. in General Lincoln. C. An- 
drews’s latest drive to dry up New 
|. York, 

These inspector-agents who began 
patrolling the Rest enenent ee 
‘Rivers yesterday in three conv 
rum-runners which they will use until 
the. arrival of eight specially built 
speed boats ordered from Detroit, re- 
tain their customs — although they 
are on the payroll of the prohibition 
department, and with it the right of 
search and seizure. 

The patrol will work in three shifts 
of eight hours each and will devote 
its attention principally to attempts to 
land liquor from liners. While cus- 
toms officials said yesterday: that they 
were satisfied that no ‘legitimate 
steamship company was helping in the 
work of. unloading liquor at this port, 
they said a good sized rum traffic was 
being carried on by individual firemen 
and other men of the crews of various 
vessels. Already several seizures of 
considerable size have been made, the 
liquor in such cases usually being hid- 
den beneath coal in the bunkers of 


liners. ‘‘And we will get more,’’ Mr. 
McGill said yesterday. 


Rewards Under Tariff Act. 


In announcing that the Government 
was prepared to reward persons giving 
information leading to the seizure of 
rum boats, Mr. McGill said a similar 
practice had long been in effect in re- 
gard to gems and other things being 
smuggled into the country. The 
claus? in the Tariff act of 1922 makes 
provision for such things, he said, and 
he quoted Section 619 under-the head- 
ing “Awards and Compensations,”’ 
which reads: 

“Any person not an officer of. the 
United States who detects or seizes 
any vessel, vehicle, merchandise or 
baggage subject to seizure and for- 
feiture under the ¢ustoms laws and 
reports the same to an officer of the 
customs or who furnishes to a Dis- 
trict Attorney, to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, or to any customs officér 
original information concerning any 
fraud upon the customs revenue, or a 
violation of the customs laws perpe- 
trated or contemplated, which detec- 
tion and seizure or information leads 
to a recovery of any duties withheld, 
or of any fine, penalty or forfeiture in- 
curred, may be awarded ‘and paid by 
the Secretary of the Treasury a com- 
pensation of 25 per centum: of a net 
amount recovered, but: not to exceed 
$50,000, which shall be paid out of the 
moneys appropriated for that purpose. 
For the. purpose of this section any: 
amount recovered under ‘a bail bond 
shall be deemed a recovery of a fine 
incurred.”’

G. D. Haskell Names Directors 
and J. B. Duke’s Executors 
in Anti-Trust “Action.

Deal With Duke to Bar Plaintiff 
and Keep American Co. as a 
Monopoly Is Charged. 


A suit for $45,000,000 against the 
Aluminum Company of America’ of 
Pittsburgh, seven members of its di- 
rectorate and,the executors of the 
estate of the late James B. Duke was 
filed here yesterday in the United 
States District’ Court py George D: 
Haskell of Springfield, Mass., Presi-

Mr, Haskell alleges’ that the “Alumi-, 
num Company of America now owns: 
——— 
poalts of bauxite, the ore from. which’ 
aluminum is manufactured, in this 
country, and that’ it also owns or con- 
trols’ large deposits in foreign coun- 
tries, tam ; 
He further charges that the defén- 
dant company has for many years 
Maintained, and now maintains, a 
monopoly in trade and commerce in 
crude.or semi-finished aluminum in 
the United States and that it ig op- 
erating in restraint of trade in viola- 
tion of the Sherman Anti-Trust law. 


Cites Agreement With Duke. 


The bill of complaint sets forth that 
the plaintiff entered into an agreemént 
with the late James B. Duke in 1924 
by which they were to undertake the 


anufacture ‘of aluminum in ¢ompeti- 
ion with the Aluminum Company of 
America. 

Prior to this time, the. complaint 
states, Mr. Duke had about completed 
@& water-power development on the 
Saguenay River in the Province of 
Quebec. The plant cost $40,000,000 and 
generated 600,000 horsepower per an- 
num, 

The plaintiff says that for many 
years he had been preparing to enter 
into the manufacture and sale of 
aluminum and ‘had ascertained facts 
regarding the existence of bauxite de- 
posits in foreign countries which had 
not been acquired by the Aluminum 
Company of erica. Water power in 
large quantity being necessary to the 
manufacture of aluminum, he says he 
ascertained the existence of and had 
under consideration large water-power 
developments in various parts of the 
country. 

He asserts he had entered into tenta- 
tive arrangements with capitalists for 
furnishing the funds for the acquisi- 
tion of water power and bauxite de- 
posits sufficient for the profitable 
manufacture ~of aluminum ‘when, ‘in 
1924, he learned of Mr. Duke’s Sague- 
nay River development and began ne- 
gotiations with him for sufficient 
—— power for his. proposed enter- 
prise. 

Mr. Duke, the plaintiff says, was 
then offering the water power of his 
development at $12 per horsepower per 
annum, “a rate at which commercial 
production of aluminum and its im- 
portation and sale in and among the 
several States of the United States in 
competition with the defendant Alumi- 
num Company of America was not 
only possible but carried with it a sug- 
gestion of great profits.” 

While these negotiations were being 
carried on, the plaintiff says, Mr. Duke 
was advised of the use the plaintiff 
planned to make of the water power 
and all the material facts with regard 
to the plaintiff’s undertaking in the 
manufacture of aluminum, 


_ Planned Saguenay Plant. 


“Thereupon,” the complaint says, 
“as the result of -negotiations, an 
agreement was reached between the 
plaintiff and said James B. Duke that 
they should jointly: undertake the es- 
tablishment of an aluminum manufac- 
turing business on the Saguenay 
River; the said James B. Duke to fur- 
nish said enterprise the water power 
at $12 per horsepower per annum and 
to assist in financing the enterprise; 
the plaintiff, on the other hand, to 
contribute to the joint enterprise his 
knowledge of the aluminum business, 
its processes of manufacture, location 
and availability of bauxite beds, and 
other facts which had resulted from 
the plaintiff's study covering. a period 
of several years. 

“Thé business itself, the object of 
their joint undertaking, was to be the 
manufacture of aluminum and its sale 
in commerce among the States of the 
United States and with foreign na- 
tions, and in competition with the busi- 
ness of defendant Aluminum Company 
of America.

Mr. Taber believes that while the 
farmer wants some readjustment in 
the tariff schedules, he is as a whole, 
a strong believer in the principles of 
the Republican tariff. 

“The farmer appreciates the value of 
a protective tariff,” Mr. Taber de- 
clared. ‘He has no idea of breaking 
down the tariff structure. He knows 
it is too helpful, but. he wants the 
tariff arranged so as to give him 
benefits in proportion to the benefits 
to industry, and even to agriculturists 
of the Hast. , 

‘The farmer cannot lain just 
what he wants in the mattér of a re- 
vision, but it is certain he wants some- 
thing, and it looks as though he is 
going to see that he gets it.

“He is: not radical because he is 
seeking something to help himself,” 
Mr. Taber said. ‘‘Nelther is he unpa- 
triotic.

WILL SEEK SHORTER HOURS 


Green Says Overproduction Here Is 
Causing Unemployment in 
Some Trades. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PAUL SMITH’S, N. Y., Aug. 23.— 
Organized labor favors a reduction of 
working hours and is opposed to the 
extension of the principles of the Rail- 
road Labor Board,-with indirect .Gov- 
ernment supervision over strikes and 
labor disputes, according to the lead- 
ers who had luncheon with President 
Coolidge today. They came from 
Plattsburg, where they had been in- 


specting the Students Military Train- 
ing Camp preparatory to going to a 
meeting of the Council of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor in Montreal. 

The Administration’ has advocated 
the application of the same principles 
to the anthracite coal industry and to 
all other industries dealing with pub- 
lic necessities on the ground that such 
@ plan would be a great advance in 
the settlement of labor disputes and a 
protection to labor as well as the con- 
sumer. 

William Green, President of the Fed- 
eration, while declining. to oppose di- 
rectly the principle for the adjustment 
of disputes in other industries, de- 
clared “it is not. practicable to extend 
the system to other industries.” 

Others in the BB roi, asserted that 
labor was opposed te the plan chiefly 
because of, the Government supervision 
through the board, which had power to 
exert. public presse on the employes 
as well as,capital, ; 


May Prevent Agreement, 
If organized labor continued in~this 
attitude, it was pointed out, there 
might be no agreement reached by the 


operators and miners for the forma- 
tion of a plan similar to the Railroad 
Board to settle wages and other dis- 
putes in the hard coal industry. 

Mr. Green said there was an over- 
production in the United States, caus- 
ing unemployment in some trades, and 
labor would urge a gradual reduction 
in hours in each industiy as occasion 
permitted as a solution te overproduc- 
tion and unemployment. - 

Generally speaking, Mr. Green said, 
conditions were good in the labor 
world, with some depression in the 
textile trade and bituminous coal in- 
dustry. The building trades were more 
active than last year and there was a 
slowing up in some of the metal trades 
and shoe factories. He did not look 
for any increased unemployment and 
was hopeful that the depression in 
some industries would disappear with 
the Fall season. 

According to Mr, Green, the call on 
President Coolidge was a purely social 
visit in response to an invitation, and 
the labor leaders did not attempt to lay 
before the President: their program or 
— gest any solution for present con- 

ons.

An exciting ineident took place when 
the boat with a photographer, news- 
paper men and Miss Leister, her nurse, 
was swamped as it set out to follow 
the swimmer.

Despite a. thorough . wet- 
ting Nurse Leister brively continued. 

Clare Belle began amazingly well, with 
a fast crawl stroke. During the first 
hour ‘she had traveled three miles and 
was one and a half miles off the South 
Foreland, going strong and having 
fought the worst swell off Dover.

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 23 (4).—The 
film world of Southern California 
grieved today from famous producers 
to lowliest extras over the death of 
one of its greatest screen lovers, Ru- 
dolph Valentino. 

Prepared for the worst but, hoping 
that the dashing hero of the silver 
sheet would win his fight for life as 
he had won innumerable battles in the 
films, the workers were stunned by 
the news of his passing as it ran from 
studio to studio. 

Pola Negri, who recently announced 
her betrothal to Valentino and who had 
planned to hurry to his sickbed next 
Sunday on the completion of the film 
she is preparing, was prostrated in 
her hotel apartments. _ Two doctors 
‘were called to control her hysterical 
condition, ‘ 

Cecil B. DeMille, producer and friend 
of the dead star, said: “In Mr. Val- 
entino’s death we have lost a great 
artist. But fortunately we can look 
at death as progress and not as the 
finish.”’

to know that so many friends were 
interested and sympathetic. I know 
he would want me to express the grati- 
tude he felt. Personally I want to 
thank the physicians and nurses and 
the hospital attaches who worked so 
hard and conscientiously to save his 
life. Everything humanly possible was 
done for him.’’ 

Throughout the night a watch at 
the bedside of the patient was main- 
tained \by Dr. Meeker and Dr. William: 
Bryant Rawls, house physician of the 
Polyclinic Hospital, and two nurses, 
Pearl Franks, who had been in at- 
tendance upon Valentino from the sec- 
ond day that he was.in ‘the hospital, 
and Jean Littlefield, who was called 
in on the case Sunday, after Valen- 
tino had taken a second turn for the 
worse. 

At 3:30 A. M. the doctors gave the 
patient a hypodermic to induce sleep. 
Valentino slept until about 6 o’clock. 
Soon afterward Mr. Schenck and Mr. 
Ulmann entered the sick room. When 
Mr. Ulmann started to lower the win- 
dow shade, Valentino objected, saying: 

“Don’t pull down the shade. I am 
feeling fine.’’ 

Valentino’s condition remained vir- 
tually as it was on Sunday, but at 9 
A. M. there was a slight rise in tem- 
perature to 104.5, according to Mr. Ul- 
mann. At that time his pulse was 105 
and his respiration 30. 

The last rites of the Catholic Church 
were administered to the dying actor 
at 10 o’clock by Father Joseph M. 
Cangedo of the Church of the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus and Mary. Father 
~Cangedo came. to America from the 
little town in Italy where Valentino 
was born. He "had known Valentino 
since the actor’s boyhood. Father 
Cangedo had heard Valentino’s con- 
fession and granted him absolution on 
Sunday, after the screen star’s condi- 
tion had taken a sharp turn for the 
worse. 


Two Priests Summoned. 


When the surgeons saw that Valen- 
tino was sinking rapidly they called, in 
addition to Father Cangedo, Father 
Edward F. Leonard of St. Malachi’s 
Roman Catholic Church. After the 
last rites had been administered, 
Father Leonard and Father Cangedo 
left, thinking that the actor’s death 
might be delayed. When Father Leon- 
ard was called a second time, he ar- 
rived just after Valentino had passed 
away. { 

According to Dr. Meeker, Valentino 
did not speak a word in English after 
6:30 o’clock. At intervals he cried out 
in Italian which no one at his bedside 
understood. At 8 o’clock he went into 
@ coma. Death, according to Dr. 
Meeker, was directly due to peritonitis 
and septic endocarditis, Peritonitis 
was caused by ulcers of the stomach 
and endocarditis followed the develop- 
ment of pleurisy in the left chest on 
Saturday. 

Dr. Meeker said when Valentino suf- 
fered an attack of stomach trouble six 
weeks ago, he had not considered the 
trouble as serious. The gastric ulcers 
which brought on the operation and 
resulted in death were probably mani- 
festing themselves at the time of that 
attack, the doctor said. 

Mr. Schenck said he believed that 
Valentino’s appeal to women motion- 
picture fans was to be explained by a 
personality which typified most wo- 
men’s idea] df romance. 

Mr: Schenck said that Valentino had 
left no fortune out of the large 
amounts of’ money he ‘had made in 
motion pictures. He said that Valen- 
tino was a mere boy in money matters, 
and spent as fast as he earned. In 
explaining how Valentino’s earnings in 
1925 totaled about $1,000,000, He said 
they included $200,000 a picture and 50 
per cent. of the profits on three pic- 
tures he made for United Artists, and 
$200,000 which he was paid by J. D. 
Williams for ‘‘Cobra.’’ ; 

Valentino’s 1926 contract with United 
Artists Corporation provided for a pay- 
ment of $200,000 a picture and 25 per 
cent. of the profits, 

Mr. Schenck said that Valentino 
spent a large amount of money when 
he visited Europe last year. He toured 
the shops of art and antique collectors 
and bought a large collection for his 
home in Beverly Hills, Los Angeles.

Crowds Block Traffic. 


News of Valentino’s death spread 
through the hospital and to the streets 
with amazing rapidity. The crowds 
outside the hospital building continued 
to grow until it blocked traffic. The. 
hospital authorities called up the West 
Forty-seventh Street. Police. Station, 





and requested the police to take c 
of the situation. Not until the police |

arrived was traffic resumed through 
West Fifticth Street between Eighth 
and Ninth Avenues. Many of the 
curious adopted all kinds of ruses to 
get into the hospital, but they were 
turned out as fast as they got through 
the entrance. 

The body of Valentino was plated in 
a plain wicker basket, covered with 
cloth of gold, and taken to Campbell 
parlors. The crowds remained in front 
of the hospital, hoping in vain to see 
the removal of the body, which was 
taken from the building through a pri- 
vate entrance on West fFifty-first 
Street. 

After the body was taken to the un- 
dertaking “establishment, the crowds 
began to collect there in such numbers 
that a guard had to be posted by the 
police. No plans for the funeral have 
been made. Friends of Valentino are 
awaiting instructions from his brother, 
Alberto Guglielmi. 

Mr. Schenck cabled Mr. Guglielmi in 
Paris on Sunday that Valentino was 
dying, and received a cablegram that 
the actor’s brother would sail for New 
York on the first ship. Mr. Schenck 
said last evening that he had heard 
nothing further from him, Valentino's 
sister, who was in Turin, also was ad- 
vised by cable of the star’s approach- 
ing’ end. 

No word has been received from 
her. 

The Valentino death certificate was 
filed with the*Board of Health at 
3:50 in the afternoon. It gave “‘rup- 
tured. gastric ulcer and general peri- 
tonitis’’ as the cause of death, and 
specified ‘‘septic pneumonia and sep- 
tic endocarditis’ as contributing 
causes. Valentino’s name, ‘‘Rudolfo 
Guglielmi” was entered upon the 
death certificate, and his age was 
given as 31. A slight delay in filing 
the certificate was occasioned by dif- 
ficulty in getting data as to his age. 

One of the first persons who tried 
to view. Valentino’s bouy at the un- 
dertaking rooms gave his name as 
Camillo Santomero, 210 Stanton Street, 
and described‘ himself as a traveling 
salesman and a cousin of the dead 
actor. He had failed in repeated ai- 
tempts to get into the Polyclinic Hos- 
pital, and pleaded to get into the un- 
dertaker’s by saying he had not seen 
Valentino for five years. He asserted 
that his mother was a sister. He 
was accompanied by Guido Valenti, 
who claimed to have been a boyhood 
friend of Valentino. i 

Body May Lie in State. 

In response to constant inquiries, 
employes of the establishment an- 
nounced that no definite information 
as to whether the body would be per- 
mitted to lie in state could be given. 
They said that the Gold Room was 
being held in readiness for such pur- 
pose if instructions were received. 
They were sure that no one would be 
permitted to view the body before 2 
o’clock this afternoon, if at all. After 
that time they expressed the belief 
that close friends of the actor would 
be permitted to view the body. 

Early in the evening a woman, who 
said she was Valeria Samel, a niece 
of Victor Neeler, antique dealer, 9 Hast 
Fifty-fifth Street, went to the under- 
taker’s with a 14-inch nickel crucifix, 
inlaid with a mosaic of forget-me-nots. 
She said that her uncle was a long 
and close friend of Valentino and de- 
sired the crucifix to be placed on the 
chest of the dead actor. The crucifix 
was received, but the employes could 
not tell what disposition would be 
made of it. 

The first floral offering, a modest 
spray of gladioli, tied with lavender 
ribbon, was received with a card 
signed ‘Rose Fellman.’’ Women in the 
crowd, at the funeral parlors greatly 
outnumbered the men and boys. Some 
of them pleaded several times to be 
permitted to see the body. 3:

VALENTINO’S FAME 


Actor Wanted to Be a Gardener 
and Went to California to 
Get Work on a Farm. 


BECAME “THE SHEIK” AT 26 


Once Worked as Laborer In Central 
Park—Later Got Job Dancing at 
Maxim’s and on Stage. 


Rudolph Valentino was born on May 
6, 1895, in Tastelameta, Italy, the son 
of Giovanni Gugliemi, a veterinary doc- 
tor. After taking an “‘agriculturalist’s’’ 
diploma from the Royal School of Agri- 
culture in Genoa, Italy, he came to 
this country in December of 1913 to 
seek work as a gardener. 

He did not find. what he wanted, he 
said later, although it is understood 
he worked a while on the Long Island 
estate of Cornelius Bliss Jr. His next 
position was as an apprentice land- 
scape gardener in Central Park. He 
found something much more attractive 
to him in the dance halls and cafés of 
the city, and in them picked up the 
accomplishment of dancing. For some 
time he was practically penniless, ac- 
cepting such odd jobs as shining brass 
on automobiles, sweeping and the like. 

The head waiter at Maxim’s first em- 
ployed him as a dancer, and thus be- 
gan his professional career. As danc- 
ing partner of Bonnie Glass, and later 
to Joan Sawyer, he attained some rep- 
utation. But at that time he still was 
bent on farming, and his fruitful jour- 
ney to California, he told friends, was 
made™with the idea of becoming a 
farmer there. He reached the Coast 
by joining a musical comedy troupe, 
which stranded him in San Francisco. 

‘Valentino was advised by a friend 
he had known in the East, Norman 
Kerry, to try motion pictures, and on 
the bounty of K he traveled to Los 
Angeles. He obtained only occasional 
jobs as an extra about the movie lots 
of Hollywood until June Mathis select- 
ed him for the réle of Julio in ‘‘The 
Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse.” In 
that he made his first triumph. That 
was in 1921. A feature of the picture 
was the entine tango as danced by 
Valentino, for the tango was then en- 
joying some of the popularity that has 
since been accorded the Charleston. 

He gained his nickname from ‘The 
Sheik,” a screen version of another 
best-seller. One of his earlier pictures 
was “Camille” in which he played op- 
posite Nazimova. Official stardom 
came to him after ‘‘Beyond the Rocks,” 
a Paramount picture from the story 
of Elinor Glyn in which he appeared 
with Gloria Swanson, “Blood and 
Sand”’ was his first starring vehicle— 
hitherto he had been a featured player 
only. . 

Valentino’s last film was :‘‘The Son 
of the Sheik,’’ which opened in New 
York: on July 25 of this year. 


Trouble Over Divorce. 


The screen idol’s marital difficulties 
brought him into the public eye almost 
as much as did his pictures. ‘In 
1919, when he was still a. struggling 
and often hungry young film aspirant, 
he married Jean Acker, an actress 
‘who, although not a star, had met with 
some success. Miss Acker obtained an 
interlocutory decree of divorce from 
him in January of 1922. 

Valentino waited only a few months 
before slipping across the Mexican bor- 
der at Juana to marry Miss Wini- 
fred Hudnut, stepaaughter of Richard 
Hudnut, millionaire manufacturer of 
perfumes. Miss Hudnut was also 
known as Natacha Rambova, Winifred 
de Wolf and Winifred Shaughnessy. 
It was while playing Armand in ‘‘Ca- 
mille’ that Valentino met Miss Hud- 
nut. She was at that time working for 
Nazimoya, and had designed the set- 
tings for the younger Dumds’ melo- 
drama. ‘ 

Valentino came back to California 
with his bride, only to learn that he 
faced a charge of bigamy.» The ‘‘di- 
vorce’’ won by his first wife, Miss 
Acker, would not be complete, accord- 
ing to law, until a year from the grant- 
ing of the interlocutory decree. .

After the war Valentino heard from 
a brother that he was rated a ‘‘slack- 
er’ in Taranto, Italy, because he had 
not fought for the United States; As 
2 matter of fact, his services were 
refused on account of poor eyesight. 
He waited until he had cleared his 
name in Italy before taking out first 
citizenship papers in New York in 
November, 1925. 

In 1922 and 1923 Valentino became 
involved in a dispute with his em- 
ployers, Famous Players-Lasky Cor- 
poration. He broke with the company 
but patched things up soon afterward. 

When Valentino became famous in 
“The Four Horsemen,’’ many stories 
began to circulate about his early life. 
It was popularly supposed that he had 
supported himself after his arrival in 
America by working as a bus boy, a 
dish washer, and even a barber. All 
of which Valentino rose to deny. 

He had, he said, been educated at 
Dante Alighieri College at Tarento, 
Italy, and at the military college della 
Sapienza in Perugia. He tried to enter 
the Government Naval Academy, but 
failed to pass the tests’-owing to a 
chest that was an inch short of the 
required measurement. After attend- 
ing the agricultural school, he came to 
New York as a first-class passenger 
on the S. S. Cleveland of the Hamburg- 
American line. 

He knew nothing of the language, 
and, failing to get work as a gardener, 
he became the dancing partner of Bon- 
nie Glass and Joan Sawyer. He even 
appeared: on the legitimate e in 
minor réles. His acting in.‘‘The Eyes 
of Youth,” a C. K. Young production, 
attracted the attention of June Mathis, 
who had just finished ler adaptation 
for the screen of ‘‘The Four Horse- 
men,.’’ She decided that Valentino was 
just the type to play Julio Desnoyers, 
and with his engagement for the réle 
he leaped from obscurity to fame al- 
most overnight.

ROMB, Aug. 23 (%.—The Vatican 
has given the’ Mexican’ Episcopacy 
‘full power’’ in any negotiations with 
the Mexican Government concerning a 
settlement of the religious controversy 
in México, The Associated Press 
learned today. ’ 

Further steps toward a truce or even 
a definite settlement have been left to 
the. Episcopacy, acting as,a group. 
Not only is the Vatican not directing 
the conversations. which occurred last 
Saturday night between President 
Calles and the Catholic prelates, but 
representatives. of the Holy See, such 
as Mgr. Crespi and Mgr. Caruana, 
have not had the slightest part in 
them. 

The Vatican has not received any 
news of recent developments through 
Mer. Caruana, who is now at Havana 
after being expelled from Mexico, nor. 
does it expect any. 

If any-proposals should be made: by 
President Calles, the decision concern- 
ing their acceptance or rejection lies 
entirely with ‘the Episcopacy in Mex- 
ico. 

The Holy See, being out of touch 
with the intricate and delicate details 
of the situation, feels that it is too 
far from the scene to venture to con- 
trol negotiations. ‘This, moreover, is 
declared unnecessary since. the. Pope 
has absolute confidence in the Xpis- 
copacy. 

Deceit Feared in Compromise.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 23 ().—Hopes 
for a speedy settlement of the religious 
controversy were crushed today when 
the. Catholic Episcopate unanimous'y 
decided not to resume church services

The situation as regards the Church 
and the Government remains the same 
as before the conference held Saturday 
night between President Calles and the 
Church's representatives.

Bishop Pascual Diaz, Secretary of 
the Episcopate, in announcing the de- 
cision, declared that_it was consider- 
ably influenced -by the statement at- 
tributed to President Calles by the 
néwspaper El Universal this morning, 
in which the President was quoted as 
saying: 

“If the priests return to the churches 
they must do so subject to the laws.” 

In the view of the Episcopate, this 
does not harmonize with fhe- attitude 
taken by the President on Saturday 
night, and the Episcopate at its meet- 
ing this morning decided that it left 
the situation precisely as it was be- 
fore, and that the Church’s constant 
and unqualified position was that it 
could not accept these laws. 


Statement of the Episcopate.

Rotte for Transatlantic Journey 
Mapped Out—Expect to Make 
It In 36 Hours.

WESTBURY, L. I., Aug. 23.—The 
giant Sikorsky airplane 8-35, which 
Captain Rene Fonck, France's greatest 
‘war ace, hopes to fly from New: York 
to Paris without stop, flew over New 
York City this: afternoon on the sec- 
ond of two test flights which were 
satisfactorily completed today. 

The plane was in the air for half an 
hour this morning, and a few minutes 
before 4 o'clock this afternoon Ivor 


* Sikorsky, the designer, again took it 


aloft with Captain Fonck and Lieut. 
A. P. Snody, 
aboard. During the flight, which 
lasted until 5 o’clock, three alternated 
in piloting the plane. The flight was 
along the course of the Harlem River, 
over the Yankee Stadium, down the 
‘Hudson, around the Statue of Liberty 
and then across Brooklyn. 


It was the first real air test of the 
plane with which Captain Fonck hopes 


* to‘win the. $25,000 Oertig prize for the 


first non-stop flight between America 
and France. When the plane landed 
Sikorsky was seized by a dozen of his 
Russian countrymen who are employed 
by him as mechanics and carri 

shoulder high around the field. 

About 4,000 pounds weight was car- 
ried oh both flights. This is about 
one-fourth of the weight that will be 
carried on the New York to Paris 
flight. The plane flew with only two 
motors running, and at one time only 
one motor was bearing the load, the 
other two being throttled down to see 
the effect. on the plane. 

The plane first took the air after a 
long glide across the field. Newspaper 
and moving picture photographers, 
who had stationed themselves at some 
distance in front of the plane, aban- 
doned their cameras and ran for safety 
when the plane approached, rq 
that it would not attain sufficient al- 
titude ‘to pass over their heads.

Military Restive Under Pangalos. 


The history of the revolution can be 
summed up as follows: For some time 
General Pangalo’s supporters among 
the military leaders began to show 
their dissatisfaction covertly. The 


unrest was extended by other officers 
who by degrees made plans for the 
revolt. M. Kaphandaris, in statements 
which he distributed surreptitiously to 
officers, telling them their duty was 
to cease interfering with politics and 
to put an end to Pangalo’s militarist 
tule, likewise played a leading part. 

It is significant that a number of the 
revolutionary leaders were until lately 
supporters of Pangalos, including two 
who had been his aides de camp. One, 
Lieut. Col. Zervas, had been or- 
dered for some days to arrest Con- 
dylis, but connived instead at his con- 
cealment. The result was that the 
revolution was entirely bloodless and 
all the garrisons throughout Greece 
have given unreserved support to it. 

There was a chance that. the de- 
stroyer flotilla under Captain Coli- 
alexis might have approached Cape 
Matapan from its station at the Island 
of Zante, off the west coast of Pelop- 
onnese, in time to rescue General Pan- 
galos, but fate decreed otherwise. The 
flotilla, on account of its. persistent 
indifference to orders, had been popu- 
larly dubbed the Colialexis Steamship 
‘Company. It was ordered by General 
Condylis to return to its base. Cap- 
tain Colialexis’s reply was to telegraph 
that he had left Zante and was coming 
to punish the revolutionaries. 

But before he could weigh anchor 
the destroyer Leon mutinied, declared 
its allegiance to Condylis and left of 
its own initiative for Cape Matapan to 
intercept the Pergamos, which was 
proceeding down the east coast of the 
Peloponnese, having received wireless 
orders, issued by General Condylis, 


or sunk. 

Captain Colialexis, after the refusal 
of his crews to obey his order to sail 
to help Pangalos, was obliged to re- 
turn to Phaleron, where he has sur- 
rendered.

ATHENS, Greece, Aug. 23 ().—

The circumstances of the deposed 
President’s attempt to escape aboard 
the Pergamos and his efforts to hide 
in the wireless turret on the destroyer, 
as related here, have made him ridicu- 
lous in the eyes of the general public. 
Almost the only governmental action 
for which he is given credit is the con- 
clusion of the Balkan agreements, par- 
ticularly with Yugoslavia, and it is 
understood that General Condylis in- 
tends to carry out all these agreements 
and maintain the foreign policy on the 
same lines as Pangalos so far as the 
Balkans are. concerned. 

Two of the President’s aides were 
also arrested aboard the Pergamos, 
which was overtaken by the battleship 
Leon and threatened with destruction 
if it did not surrender, . 

The measures to be taken against 
the deposed. dictator have not been an-. 
nounced officially, but it is understood 
that he will be tried by a national tri- 
bunal presided over by.

SHANGHAT, July 20.—It is common- 
place nowadays to say that China has 
no government. Yet, as we see about 
us everywhere, the masses of people 
in this largd country go along day by 
day. living and acting according to 
conditions which in théir relation to 
the average person 0 closely. resemble 
government that it is hard to say where 
government stops and habit « begins. 
Laws (or customs) are enforced in so 
far as the average person is con- 
cerned. Police go about their duties, 
wgalefactors and misdemeanants are 
apprehended, courts function, taxes 
are paid, and among the ‘people gen- 
erally ‘“‘husiness as usual’ is the rule. 

It is evident that there remains 
Authority in China. 

,But in the accepted national and 
international meanings there is no 
government here. For wherever and 
however it may be felt, such author- 
ity as exists in China now does not 
reside in what, for want of a better 
description, continues to be called the 
Peking Government. 

Overturns in governments are so fre- 
quent in these times that news of such 
events attracts only passing interest. 
But in most countries a downfall of 
one government or ministry is quickly 
followed by the organization of a new 


government. or ministry to carry on. 
When, as often happens a dictatorship 
takes over authority in the name of 
government, something is there which 
can be recognized as being able for 
a time to have its orders obeyed. The 
world has become accustomed to dic- 
tators since the World War. 

If one could say correctly that China 
now is under a dictatorship, in a sense 
that would be synonymous with say- 
ing this nation has a government. For 
some years practical people have been 
hoping for a real dictatorship in China 
and they consider ‘that the only way 
to stabilize the country.Unfortunately, 
however (from that point of view), the 
‘dictatorship does not materialize. It 
remains illusive. 


Foreigners Do the Worrying. 


Sectional and local military dictator- 
ships constitute all there is of govern- 
ment in,this country, I am not sure 
whether the Chinese are better or 
worse off living in these conditions 
than they were before. They do not 
seem especially unhappy; nor, with 
some exceptions, inuch worried about 
the future of their nation. The kind 
of government people get under these 
sectional and local dictatorships de- 
pends on the characters and abilities 
of dictators-of the moment.- Some are 
good officials, others are fairly good 
some are bad.

23.—Colonel Carmi A. Thompson, who 
as the personal representative of 
President Coolidge is investigating eco- 
omic and political conditions in the 

ilippine Islands, paid his first visit 
to Moroland today, landing in the 
Province of Lanao, larger than Dela- 
ware but the smallest Province on the 
Island of Mindanao. Colonel Thomp- 
gon and the othery members of his 
party drove in flivvers up a mountain 
road through magnificent scenery to 
beautiful Lake Lanao on a high 
plateau. They were welcomed by 
Major O. M. Johnson, Philippine Con- 
BStabulary, a former American Army 
officer and General. Wood’s§ ap- 
pointee, the Governor of Lanao, at 
Dansalan, the capital. 

Major Johnson said the population 
of the Province consisted of about 90,- 
000 Moros‘ and 12,000 Christian Fili- 
pinos from the northern islands. He 
said almost all the Filipinos wanted 
independence; while about three-quar- 
ters of the Moros wanted a continuance 
of American rule. There has been no 
trouble with the Moros since last May, 
when the constabulary fought a week's 
en ement and captured a band of 
‘outlaws in cotas, or Moro forts, with 
wrenches and dugouts. According to 
“Major Johnson there is little open 
grouble between the Moros and the 
Pilipinos. 

Gathering of Moro Chiefs. 

i The reception gave way to a pictur-

@atus, or Moro chiefs, of the Province 
jand their retainers, about a hundred 
jaltogether, gathered under the trees 
‘fo talk with Colonel Thompson. They 
Bpoke in a native dialect through a 
Filipino interpreter. A majority wore 
fhative costumes with red fezzes or 


Yaricolored turbans with splashes of 
wivid red, purple, yellow, green or 
blue. They wore scarves hanging over 
the left shoulder to the knee above 
colored waists and skirts. Sometimes 
it was hard to distinguish men from 
“women, except by the’ greater magnifi- 
tence of the men, who relegated the 
women to the rear. 
. These men, who were mostly of the 
older generation, wore many orna- 
ments of gold and silver,. including 
Moro hand-beaten rings and bracelets, 
‘American twenty-dollar gold pieces as 
ghirt studs and ten-dollar gold pieces 
‘as cuff links, also Spanish and Mexi- 
an gold and silver pieces and jewel- 
Fi dled krises—and daggers of “‘ham- 
ered brass, with buttons of various 
pizes on different parts of their cloth- 
ing. . Their crowning decoration was 
coal-black teeth from chewing betel 
hut. They carry gold or brass cases 
containing four compartments for 
betel nuts, leaves, limes and tobacco 
which they chew all together, making 
a black paste. Most of these Moros 
‘were barefooted, despite the splendor 
of their attire. 

The younger generation wore mod- 
ern white clothes, with shoes and 
stockings, and showed clean, white 
teeth, with an occasional gold tooth, 
of which the possessor seemed proud. 
Almost the only women seen were 
shabbily and scantily dressed, working 
in the fields or on the roads. The 
Moros, much less civilized than the 
Christian Filipinos, appeared to be a 
childlike people, delighted with gaudy 
things. They have virtually no occu- 
pation, now that they have been paci- 
fied and their fighting days apparently 
are over, except farming and making 
gold and silver ornaments, which they 
peddle to visitors. 

These Moros are smaller, a darker 
brown and fiercer looking than the 
Christian Filipinos and many have a 
wild look in their eyes. Major Johnson 
says the fighting Moros are fanatics, 
with no fear of death, and that twenty, 
armed only with knives, would not 
hesitate to throw themselves, in a re- 
ligious frenzy and in the face of cer- 
tain death, against a hundred Spring- 
field rifles, although the Moro fighting 
spirit is now virtually extinguished, 
at least temporarily.

(Delayed).—Colonel Carmi A.\Thompson 
landed today on Mindanao Island, com- 
prising nearly a third of the area of 
the Philippines, and got his first per- 
sonal idea of the possibilities of its eco- 
nomic development. He visited the 
Province of Agusan, which is about 
the size of Connecticut. Only 5 per 
cent. of its territory is cultivated. 
Eighty-five per cent. consists of for- 
ests of fine hard woods, awaiting cap- 
ital. Under modern conservation meth- 
ods. the forests could be made to last 
indefinitely and would replenish the 
dwindling American paper supply. 

Nine launches, decorated with palm 
leaves and American and Filipino flags, 
including two with banners reading, 
“Chinese Merchants Welcome Colonel 
Thompson’’—illustrating the Filipino 
lack of commercial activity here, as 
elsewhere, the Chinese being allowed to 
run local trade—met the ship in the 
harbor and escorted the: Thompson 
party five miles up a tropical river be- 
tween green banks of primeval beauty. 
There is a small cocoanut grove island 
at the mouth of the river. Thick, dark 
mangrove swamps and nipa palms line 
the banks, with a few clearings for 
fishermen’s huts. The visitors photo- 
graphed a_ cross-topped _ monument 
marking the spot where Magellan on 
the first circumnavigation of the globe 
first set foot in the Philippines, in 
1521, in the name of his Catholic Maj- 
esty the King of Spain.

A Potential Cattle Country. 


Bukidnon, as large as Delaware and 
Rhode Island combined, marks the be-

The land is suit- 
able for stock raising. It is not tropi- 
cal in appearance, being a rugged 
mountain country with. gorgeous 
waterfalls, and looks like the cattle 
country of some of the Western States. 

Frederick Lewis, a former Governor 
of Mindanao, who is also a former 
cowboy and who has a ranch’ with 
8,000 head of Indian Mestizo, or mixed 
with native cattle, says it has a great 
future as a cattle country. Mr. Lewis 
avoided any violation of thg land laws 
by subleasing from several individuals, 
each holding the maximum: amount of 
land under the law, so as to get enough 
for a big ranch. This might work in 
the case of large rubber development 
if the Filipinos would cooperate. De- 
spite the proximity of the Equator a 
few hundred miles away and the tropi- 
cal daytime sun, the plateau is so 
cool at night that one sleeps under 
blankets. 

Filipino cowboys gave a ‘“‘Wild West”: 
rodeo, roping and throwing steers for 
the entertainment of Colonel Thomp- 
son, , 

Mr. Lewis said the Filipinos, if prop- 
ery treated and directed, could be 
trained to do good work. 

Incidentally, ‘‘Wild West” and other 
action pictures are the favorite movies | 
of the Filipinos, according to movie 
men. 

Officials said there was a big move- 
ment of Filipinos from the Visayan 
Islands to take up public lands in 
Misamis to grow cocanuts, but not to 
grow rubber, because there is no fac- 
tory at which to sell their product and 
also because of the lack of public edu- 
cation as to the need of rubber. 

There are about thirty Japanese in 
Misamis who have stores and many 
more in the province of Davao, indi- 
cating Japanese appreciation of the 
future importance of Mindanao. 





Irish Men Now Outnumber Women. 
DUBLIN, Aug. 23 (4).—An interest-’ 
ing feature of the preliminary report 


of the Irish census showing a decrease 
din the population of all Ireland of 
161,000 during the past fifteen years 
is that males outnumber females: in 
the Free State. Reversing the relative 
positions of the census of 1911, there 
are now 973 women in the Free State 
for every 1,000 men. In Northern Ire- 
land there are 1,066 women for every

Testimony at Inquest Shows

‘| Premier Signs Convention : With 


Aero Club to Repurchase the 
Polar Airship for $322,500. 


ROMB, Aug. 23 ().—Premier Musso- 
lini yesterday signed a convention with 
the Aero Club of Norway defining the 
economic relations between the Italian 
Government and the Club in connec- 
tion with the recent polar flight of 
the Norge. 

This flight over the Pole was essen- 
tially the work of Italians from the 
technical side, and was financed to a 
considerable extent by Italy, from 
which the contributions exceeded 
3,500,000 lire. ; s 

The convention includes an agree- 
ment regarding the material from the 
dismantled airship, now at Seattle. It 
will be sent to'Italy early in Septem- 
ber as the property of the Italian Gov- 
ernment, and it is probable that the 
airship will be reassembled.

JOHNSTON PUTS OUT NILES 


Beats Veteran’ Without Being Ex- 
tended, While Nortcn Gains Fourth 
Round in-Opening Day’s Play.

NEWPORT, R. 1., Aug. 23 (#).—The 
historic Newport Casino courts, once 
the scene of the national tennis cham- 
pionships, today welcomed back Wil- 
liam T. Tilden at his best after a 
seven-year absence. Coming to the 
Casino’s tenth annual tennis invitation 
tournament with all his marvelous bat- 
tery of strokes, the national champion 
contributed one of the opening day’s 
most convincing victories in a love-set 
triumph over Edward G. Benedict of 
Boston, 6—0, 6—0, after drawing a first 
round bye. ‘ ‘ 

Soaring with him to victory in. an 
impressive display of stroking, William 
M. Johnston, his foremost rival, Brian 
I. C. Norton of San Antonio and Wat- 
son M. Washburn of New York brought 
off straight-set victories without being 
pressed, Norton making pace for the 
field by advancing to the fourth round. 

Johnston, whose play in this event is 
likely to determine how much may be 
expected of him in the forthcoming de- 
fense of the Davis, Cup, encountered 
the most ‘serious opposition of the 
seeded players.. After advancing by a 
default’.from Josiah Wheelwright in 
the first round, the little Californian 
was called upon to’ match strokes with 
the veteran Boston player, Nathaniel 
W. Niles, - 


Johnston Not Extended. 


Never apparently extended, howevek, 
Johnston came through impressively 
at 64, 6—1. His terrific forenand 
drives carried so much pace and such 
excellent direction that the Pacific 
Coast star did not feel called upon to 
move irito his favorite position in the 
forecourt. . Niles’s back court game 
lacked its former punch. . 

Norton, who is seeded in the lower 
half: of the draw with Joknston, gave 
indication today that he will make 
trouble. He was serving and driving 
with more pace than he has hitherto 
displayed this season, despite the fact 
that Edward D. Toland of Philadelphia 
carried him to fourteen games in the 
final set of their third round match, 
which Norton won at 6—3, 8—6. 

The former Wimbledon finalist al- 
ways, gave the impression that he held 
plenty in reserve, however, and when 
he settled down to his task, the gal- 
lery was treated to a brilliant exhibi- 
tion of deep court driving. 

Malcolm D. Hill of Waban, Mass., 
joined Norton in the fourth round. Hill 
scored two easy victories over C..H. 
Beasley and John Duncan, both home 
club players. : 


Washburn Scores Easily. 


Washburn, another of the nine 
seeded players, was not taxed to turn 
back his opponents in the first and 
second rounds, while Manuel Alonso 
of Spain,, Dr. George King of New 
York and Alfred H. Chapin of Spring- 
field, Mass., advanced to the third 
round by defaults. Francis T. Hunter 
of New York and Cranston Holman of 
Leland Stanford, the remaining play-

LOMBARDO BEATEN {DEMPSEY

Panama’ = Junior Lightweight

KAWLER OUTPOINTS COBURN 


Gains Decision In Seml-Final of Six 
Rounds—Wolcott Is Defeated 
by Reilly. 


Frankie Fink of Texas, 1284, slugged 
his way to a decision over José Lom- 
bardo, .Panama  junior-lightweight, 
130%, before a large crowd last night 
at the Dexter Park Arena, Brooklyn. 
Fink had the advantage in the major- 
ity of the ten rounds of furious hitting 
and all but had his Panama rival 
knocked out in the final round. 

Throughout the bout, the rivals main- 
tained a lively pace which was as fast 
at the end as it was at the beginning. 

Lombardo showed signs of tiring un- 
der the strain of his opponent’s accu- 
rate hitting at the end, but Fink steod 
up under the stress at all times. 

The Texas boxer landed his punches 
with more accuracy and effectiveness 
when the fighting was hotest. He 
covered up from many of Lombardo’s 
blows which would have attained their 
object had they landed. 

Lombardo was far from being out- 
classed and Fink absorbed plenty of 
punishment. At no stage was either 
boxer content to allow the/jother to 
lead and as a/result there was no let- 
up in the milling. 

The Texan assumed the offense in 
the first round. He jabbed and landed 
several times with his left. Fink then 
brought the crowd to its feet in the 
middle of the second round when he 
landed his left fiush to Lombardo’s 
jaw, but the Panama boxer was away 
fast and did not-give Fink a chance 
to damage him further. 

Both landed fast punches in the 
third. ‘The action became intense in 
the fourth round, Lombardo opening 
with a. vicious assault and landing 
well-timed rights to Fink’s jaw. Fink 
countered with a right and caught 
Lombardo on the point of the.chin, 
sending him to the canvas. 


Fink Lands Right to Jaw. 


In the excitement Fink landed an- 
other right to his opponent’s jaw and 
the fighting continued at a more rapid 
pace until the bell sounded. 

Lombardo came from his corner at 
the beginning of ‘the fifth in a tight- 
ing fury. He sent Fink to the ropes 


with a jarring left and continued the 
attack. _ Fink sent in/a left and right 
to the head starting the sixth round 
but Lombardo countered with a stun- 
ning left and sent Fink back to the 
ropes. The slugging was fairly even. 

The furious pace failed to produce 
any ill effects on either boxer and in 
the ninth round the fighting was as 
fast as in the first. 

Lombardo all but collapsed under the 
shower of Fink’s punches in the final 
round, ‘which closed the sensational 
bout. - 

Nat Kawler, east side boxer, gained 
the decision over Jackie Coburn; 
rugged Ridgewood boxer, in the six- 
round semi-final. Laboring under a 
handicap in weight of four and a half 
pounds and inches in height, Coburn 
was at a loss to land blows except 
at close quarters. Kawler weighed 
1a with Coburn at 128. 

Coburn gave a game exhibition and 
hit Kawler frequently. Once he man- 
aged to get under his opponent’s reach- 
ing left. In the final round the Ridge- 
wood boxer pounded Kawler with lefts 
and rights, but failed to overcome the 
lead which Kawler had piled up in the 
early rounds. — 

Reilly Is Victor. 

Mike Reilly, west side welterweight, 
slugged his way to a victory over Joe 
Wolcott, Panama boxer, in another 
six-rounder. At the end Reilly’s face 
was covered with blood as a result 
of Wolcott’a left jabbing. The deci- 
sion was received with disfavor oy 
many of the fans. Reilly had a weight 
advantage of two pounds, scaling 146. 

The west side boxer had Wolcott. re- 
treating under a shower of swinging 
lefts and rights in the first round, put 
in the latter sessions Wolcott partly 
succeeded in avoiding a good many of 
them with his left jabs. 

Danny Smith, Brownsville boxer, 
carried off the decision in ‘his six~- 
round bout with Micky _Durano of 
Ridgewood. Smith’s weight was 116 
and Duranc’s 117. , 

Al Matera of. the east side won a 
well-applauded decision from Al Nuz- 
‘gela, Chinatown featherweight, in the 
first six-rounder. The winner weighéd 
126, two pounds less than Nuzzela. 
Matera had an advantage in the slug- 
ging, which prevailed throughout the 
bout. 4 

Jack Peterson, featherweight, out- 
boxed Mannie Rosen of Harlem in the 
four-round opener and gained the de- 
cision. Peterson weighed 128 and

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. .23. — Jack 
Dempsey, world’s heavyweig cham- 
pion, received an enthusiastic welcome 
from thousands. of Philadelphians 
when he arrived here today at noon 
en route to Atlantic City to inspect the 
Sesquicentennial Stadium, which on 
Sept. 23 will be the arena for his title 
bout with Gene Tunney. ‘ 

It was announced later in the day 
that. training quarters for Tunney, as 
well as Dempsey, had been selected. 
Tunney probably will train at Ever- 
green Farms_.on the Roosevelt Boule- 
vard, sixteen miles from City Hall. ~ 

Dempsey, when he arrived this morn- 
ing, found Broad Street station and 
nearby thoroughfares jammed with 
people. The reception. seemed to 
abash the bronzed giant as he alighted 
from a parlor car with his wife, Es- 
telle Taylor, motion picture actress, 
and Tex Rickard. ‘Scores of railroad. 
police and detectives and city police 
threaded a lane through the throng 
with difficulty. 

The champion, towering above his 
wife and the crowd that burst 
through the train-shed gates and sur- 
rounded him, shifted uneasily as he 
received the greeting of Austin Odell 
Hauser, Sesqui publicity director; 
Frank L. Wiener, Chairman of the 
Pennsylvania State Boxing Commis-, 
sion, and Robert Young, Secretary of 
the commission. 


Dempsey Plunges Through Crowd. 


Dempsey squared his shoulders, 
planted his hat firmly on his head, and 
then, with a protecting arm about Mrs. 
Dempsey, pushed through the crowd. 
Rickard and the officials followed. 


City policemen formed a hollow square 
about them as they approached the 
station gates' and Dempsey, his wife, 
Rickard, Austin, Wiener and Young 
passed swiftly out of the station. The 
throng poured after the party, thou- 
sands‘ flocking to the north plaza of 
City Hall, while’ thousands more 
trailed behind Dempsey. 

There was no great outburst of 
cheering, but a loud rustle, as the spec- 
tators pushed and shoved to get a bet- 
ter view of Dempsey, The champion. 
and the group were halted momentarily 
by a group of newspaper photograph- 
ers and then continued to press their 
way through the throng, along the 
crowded plaza, to the northern en- 
trance of City Hall, where they as- 
cended to the ‘Mayor's office. 

Among those who were with Mr. and 
Mrs. Dempsey in Mayor Kendrick’s of- 
fice were City Solicitor Gaffney, Mr. 
Austin, Samuel M. Vauclain, Samuel 
T. Bodine, Director of ‘Transit Ehlers 
and City Councilmen Cox, .

Inspects Stadium. 


After a short interview, the cham- for 


pion and his party left the Mayor's 
office by the private entrance, accom- 
panied by Mr. Kendrick. A detail of 
patrolmen under Captain Charles E. 
Fox struggled to keep back the largest 


crowd that has greeted a visitor to the 
Mayor’s office this year. 

After his visit to the Mayor, Demp- 
sey, Mrs. Dempsey, Rickard and Ses- 
quicentennial and city officials mo- 
tored to the Sesquicentennial grounds, 
where they -were the guests of the 
Mayor at luncheon in the Alpine Haus. 
Dempsey then went to the stadium, 

The champion looked about him at 
the high tiers of seats and exclaimed: 
“This is a knockout of a place!” He 
was deeply impressed with the size of 
the bowl. 

The luncheon had been uneventful 
except for the demand of a four-year- 
old Sesqui visitor to be presented to 
the champion. The boy, June Wood, 
with his father, John Wood, 
Worthington, W. Va., passed among 
the diners until they came to the of- 
ficial table. The boy nudged Dempsey 
in the back and the champion turned 
almost belligerently! Then he smiled. 
‘“‘Hello,, sonny,’”” he said. The boy 
grinned. ‘‘Hello, Jack,’’ he responded. 

The trip from the restaurant to the 
stadium was made with 100 boys, 
members of the Boys’ Harmonica 
Band, leading the way. At the bowl 
Albert N. Hoxey Jr., leader of the 
band, presented Dempsey and his wife 
with gold harmonicas. 

Dempsey, as he walked about the 
stadium, spoke of his coming match 
with Tunney. 

“I am not afraid of Tunney,” he 
said, ‘‘but I have a wholesome respect 
for him as a fighter. He’s a tough 
boy. I think he is the best of the 
challengers. Our fight here will be a 
short one, only ten rounds. That means 
the people will see some fighting. It 
may be a one-punch affair. Tunney 
is going to sail into me and I can say 
that I’m not going to wait around 
either.’’ 

The Dempseys motored to the Belle- 
vue-Stratford after their tour of the 
Sesqui and stadium and sought rest in 
the suite of Tex Rickard before leav- 
ing for Atlantic City.

Dempsey and his wife, with Normile, 
repaired immediately to the Hotel Am- 
bassador, where the champion spent 
the night. A bungalow has been rented 
for Dempsey five miles out of town, in 
a quiet, residential section, where the 
champion will have the privacy he de- 
sires, and from tomorrow until it-is 
time to make the march on Philadel- 
phia, Dempsey and his wife will-make 
their home in the bungalow. 


To Start Work Tomorrow.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., Aug. 
23.—Walter J. Salmons for the first 
time had the honor of winning the 
Kentucky Claiming Stakes at the 
course of the Saratoga Association this 
afternoon when his brown filly Ennui, 
consistent daughter of Huon and Lydia 
Languish, romped home in:the van of 
a field of five in the twenty-fourth 
running of the old-time Saratoga fix- 
ture. 

In under the feather of 104 pounds 
and with Johnny Maiben in the saddle 
Ennui ran the five and a half fur- 
longs in 1:07 3-5 over a track deep in 
slop. By her victory’in this two-year- 
old classic the filly earned $3,375 for 
the New York realtor. The winner 
was second choice in the betting, be- 
ing held at 3 to 1. 

The opening day of the final week 
of the meeting of the Saratoga Asso- 
ciation was one of the most disagree- 
able of the month. The rain of Sun- 
day had left the course a quagmire and 
@ raw wind chilled those who had 
not provided themselves with warm 


wraps. The card was decidedly medi-

Tip Top Closes Strong. 


The Kentucky was an easy victory 
for the Salmon filly. Maiben held his 
mount off the early pace, slipped her 
through on the rail and saved all pos- 
sible ground on the turn for home. 
At the end she was just galloping and 
had a wide margin on the Greentree 


Stable’s Tip Top, which had trailed 
the field to the stretch and came on 
with a fine burst to claim’ the place 
by a head from Candy Light. 

Maiben came right back with a first- 
class ride on Alex Gordon’s Banton to 
win the Stony Creek Handicap at a 
mile and a quarter in a three-horse 
race. He fought it out with Butwell 
in a duel that had-the frigid spectators 
warmed up for the first time, and 
Banton won in a hard drive from San- 
ford by a length, Sande trailing far 
back on King Solomon’s Seal. 

Termagant won the closing number 
like the real good filly that she is. 
She galloped home in front of five 
other two-year-olds, making a perfect 
score of two victories in as many 
starts. She is a candidate for the rich 
stakes to come and seems certain to be 
able to give the best of them an ar- 
gument. She will be a dangerous color- 
bearer of the light blue silks of the 
H. P. Whitney Stable in any event 
that is on the Autumn card. 


Handsome Captures ’Chase. 


A field of five went to the post for 
the two miles of the steeplechase and 
all stood up. The rac2 was a victory 
for Harry Payne Whitney’s gelding 
Handsome, his second in four starts 
at the meeting. Sims held hjm off the 
pace until the last quarter of a mile, 
called on him when the others were 
tiring and brought him home a winner 
in a finish that had the spectators 
cheering. The public couldn’t see any- 
thing but the winner, which was the 
choice all the way. 

There was a real old-fashioned Sande 
finish in the opening number. Sande 
was up on the Glen Riddle Farm’s 
Man oO’ War filly Corvette, the odds-on 
favorite in a field of four. Sande 
judiciously held his mount off the pace 
and kept himself out of the spatter of 
mud as long as he could. When the 
moment was right he came on’ with 
the filly and won comfortably by a 
length. 

The Seagram Stable’s Rolls Royce 
made the early page in the jaunt of 
seven furlongs and held on to take 
the place. The other two were no- 
where.

Composers’ Society Said , to 
Pian Suit Against Makers of 
New Movie Apparatus. — 


MUSIC LINKED WITH SCREEN 


Authors and, Publishers Say Use of 
Songs in This Manner Violates 
Copyright Law. 


Steps to prevent the Vitaphone Cor- 
poration, manufacturers of the motion 
picture apparatus which synchronizes 
music to the action of the play, from 
reproducing copyrighted songs without 
paying royalties ‘will be taken by the 
American Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers, it was announced 
yesterday by J. C. Rosenthal, General 
Manager of the society. 

The nature of the steps. said Mr. 
Rosenthal, awaits the decision of 
Nathan Burkan, counsel of the society, 
who is expected to arrive today on the 
Majestic. 

The first Vitaphone presentation two 
weeks ago at Warner’s Theatre at- 
tracted a great deal of attention as a 
long step toward the realizatioin of 
“talking movies."’ ‘‘Don Juan,” with 
John Barrymore in the title réle, was 
presented with orchéstral ——— 
ment, although there was not a 
_| musician in the house. Prominent sing- 
ers also were presented on the screen, 
the machine reproducing their notes 
and words in perfect time to the move- 
ments of their lips. 

According to Mr. Rosenthal the tunes 
had been reproduced on a record, and 
this was a violation of the copyright 
law. His society, he said, intended to 
protect the rights of its members, 
which, he declared, had been infringed. 

The accompanying music, according 
o Mr. Rosenthal, included two pieces by 
Dr. William Axt of the Capitol Theatre, 
“The Fire Agitato” and “In Gloomy 
Forests.”” Mr. Axt himself: arranged 
the musical accompaniment -for the 
picture, Mr. Rosenthal said, but the 
copyright on the two Axt songs belongs 
to his publishers, Robbins-Engel, Inc. 
Six pieces by French composers, whose 
copyrights are owned by French pub-. 
lishers, also were used in the produc- 
tion, Mr. Rosenthal said, and the 
American Society would act to protect 
these also because Of a cooperative ar- 
rangement it has with the French pub- 
lishers’ organizdtion. 

In this. proposed action the sotiety 
is following the policy it adhered to in 
preventing the pirating of songs by 
radio broadcasting stations, Mr. Rosen- 
thal explained. The United States De- 
partment of Justice recently promul- 
gated an opinion upholdjng the right of 
the holders of music copyrights to pre- 
vent the rendition of copyrighted songs 
by radio without paying royalties. 

No statement could be obtained from 
the offices of Warner Brothers, who 
are backing the Vitaphone Corporation.

In the first act of Mr, Cohan’s farce- 
comedy, “‘The Home Towners,” acted 
at’ the Hudson last evening, the visit- 
ing pal from South Bend asks permis- 
sion to “talk American.” ‘Being rather 
thoroughly American himself, he 


is deliveting a specious address on the 
intelligence of his boyhood friend with 
all the authority and bombast of an 


ultimatum. Eventually he confesses 
himself an ass; in fact, he is, and a 
raucous ass into the bargain. In a 
measure this may stand as a criticism 
of Mr. Cohan’s amusing and thorough- 
ly disjointed play, which ends precisely 
where it began, with an hilarious sec- 
ond act stuffed in as pure frosting. 
Its entertaining noisiness makes up 
for its lack of substance. ‘‘The Home 
Towners” is the most enjoyable of the 
new comedies. 

While the stentorian flow of conver- 
sation moves on.through most of the 
fi act, one suspects Mr. Cohan of 
ha no play in his head at aill. 
When the third act degenerates into 
telephone conversations, hall bells and 
impatient delays, one knows full well 
that Mr. Cohan is bluffing. In be- 
tween, however, and liberally all along, 
Mr. Cohan has packed his dialogue 
with Americanisms, with retorts, 
threats, vain boasts, with sundry and 
diverse ‘‘cracks.” As the two home 
towners in question, moreover, Mr. 
Elliott and Mr. Wade are capital. And 
during the fervent exchange-of senti- 
mental compliments all around in the 


himself included; and, like the Cal- 
hoons and Arnolds of the play, he, too, 
is willing to bury the hatchet without 
being convinced in the least. Ungainly, 
ill-shapen and barren though ‘The 
Home Towners’’ may be, Mr. Cohan 
writes in a familiar and congenital 
idiom, with all the versatility of a 
circus showman. — 

When ail the froth is blown off the 
top of Mr. Cohan’s stein, the amber 
liquid scarcely covers the bottom. To 
be less bibulous and figurative, P. H. 
Bancroft, -fresh from South Bend, 
blessed alike with full lungs and. reas- 
surance, is certain long before he 
meets the Calhoons that they have 
fastened themselves on ‘‘Vic’’. Arnold 
for his money. He is wrong. Never- 
theless, he gives Mr. Cohan ample 
scope for plain fooling. And if single- 
handed, by virtue of this plain Amer- 
ican ‘“‘hunch” alone, he succeeds in 
breaking off Beth Calhoon’s engage- 
ment to “Vic” Arnold, brings about 
Wallace Calhoon’s resignation from 
Arnold’s firm and ruins the financial 
future of Pa Calhoon’s bottle-washing 
patent, it is only fair to add that in 
the last act he sets all these matters 
to rights again... And he gives Wallace 
Calhdon an opportunity to speak plain- 
ly about “‘pin-headed hicks from Main 
Street’? who regard New York as a 
city of 6,000,000 bandits, all crooked, all 
dead-beats, all charlatans and gold- 
brick salesmen. Mr. Cohan, however, 
ris not to be caught taking sides. This 
crisp declamation may seem like a 
complete condemnation of those in- 
nttmerable Americans who live outside 
the city. Ah, that is too brutal for a 
farce comedy written in the American 
language. Mr. Cohan accordingly puts 
his crockery back where he found it. 
In the last scene the rube from South 
Bend eats Calhoon’s words, apologizes, 
and opens a cold, consoling bottle from 
Arnold’s private stock. Shady though 
the ethics may appear to be, the result 
is satisfying. 

All this detail, however, has little to 
do with the humor of ‘The Home 
Towners.” For that is chiefly centred 
in the stubborn and irate character of 
P. H. Bancroft, acted splendidly by 
Mr. McWade. After Bancroft has made 
up hfs mind about the Calhoon family, 
upon Arnold’s enthusiastic description, 
the comedy begins in earnest on the 
basis of one bull-headed citizen of 
South Bend who has completely lost 
his temper. He dashes out of Arnold’s 
apartment in a high frenzy. All through 
the second act, set in a hotel apart- 
ment, he shouts at his wife, berates 
her and every one alike, retires to his 
bedroom when visitors arrive, only to 
shout through the walls, and he con- 
tinues bellowing and bawling until the 
act is nearly over. ‘“Will you have some 
lunch?” his wife inquires. ‘I don’t 
want any lunch!.. I don’t want any 
lunch! I don’t want any lunch!” he 
shouts three times to make it unani- 
mous.

blade that he was in the days when 
both Herald Square and the theatre 
that was. named for it were away 
uptown. 

Thus ailing, he goes back to his 
home, where when his normal self he 
maintains his position as lord and mas- 
ter through @ most despotic rule. Ob- 
viously while in this condition he does 
not remember his family, the dignified 
position that he occupies as President 
of the Melton Realty Company or the 
“big deal’? he is to put through‘ that 
night. He does remember, though, 
that life is for the young to live, and 
so, in company with his highly be- 
wildered son, some contraband gin and 
sun persons in the community 
whom he ordinarily would regard as 
beneath all notice, he goes out in 
search of excitement. In the course of 
the évening he horrifies his wife, his 
mother-in-law and most of his asso- 
ciates and apparently ruins the busi- 
ness transaction. 

At the end of the glorious night his 
memory comes back as the result of 
another crack on the head, admin- 
istered by a local gendarme, but his 
brief, uninhibited period of freedom 
has done its work. He finds that, ex- 
cept in the opinion of a small group, 
he is the. most popular man in town, 
even being mentioned as a candidate 
for Congress, and that because of his 
life and jollity the ‘‘prospect”’ decides 
to buy after all, without the aid of 
the high-powered selling talk which his 
friends had been lamenting his inabil- 
ity to give. 

In its presentation, however, Mr. 
Langner’s scenario is not so fortunate. 
His endeavors seem to have been 
turned to writing what would be sure- 
fire entertainment, and he has used 
any number of stock characters and 
situations. The play does not move 
speedily enough nor gain sufficient 
momentum to be classified as farce, 
and only a few scenes are of that na- 
ture. There are, nevertheless, several 
diverting interludes, of which the real 
estate salesmanship in the second act 
merits specific mention. 

John Cumberland, a player in the 
town’s farces for many seasons, gives 
a thoroughly capable performance in 
the featured role, but the honors of the 
play go to Edward G. Robinson, who 
has strayed from the Theatre Guild to 
donate a flawless portrayal of the 
smug, oleaginous Vice President of the 
realty company. Justina Wayne, Car- 
rie Weller and Pat O’Brien also con- 
tribute their share to the acting com- 
petence of the company, which on the 
whole is not very high.

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EUROPE AND AMERICA, 

It can hardly be doubted that Dr. 
Bonn, in his Williamstown interview, 
put his finger on one very real cause 
for the feeling prevalent in Europe 
regarding the United States. The 
main occasion for dislike is, in the 
words of this eminent German econo- 
mist, uneasy misgiving over the pos- 
sibility that Europe may be confronted 
with a “system of international eco- 
“nomic peonage, a system whereby 
“the debtor country is hopelessly de- 
“pendent upon the creditor,” in which 
the debtor country “can never get 
“out of debt, partly because the cred- 
“itor is not always willing to take 
“the goods the debtor can remit, at 
“a price which will make it profit- 
“able; partly because the creditor na- 
“tion is so rich it can go on lending 
“the interest instead of spending it, 
“piling up such a staggering debt for 
“i _e other fellow to pay, that there is 
“no hope of his ever paying it off.” 

Such a picture is not a wholly un- 
Matural inference from the economic 
situation which followed the war. 
Thoughtful American observers’ have 
themselves frequently found the prob- 
lem of “restoring the international 
balance” a baffling puzzle. The near- 
est precedent in history was the finan- 
cial and economic supremacy with 
which England emerged from the 
Napoleonic wars; shortly after which 
period a good’ part of the outside 
world, not excepting the United States, 
was similarly involved in constantly 
accumulated debt to the British capi- 
talist. But that coincided with the 
transformation of Great Britain into 
a manufacturing and exporting com- 
munity which, being mostly unpro- 
vided with raw material of its own 
production, readily accepted ship- 
ments of that nature, together with 
food to maintain its working popula- 
tion, in payment of interest on the 
debt of foreigners. 

The difficulty with the American 
problem, foreseen as far back as 1916, 
has been that the United States is it- 
self the world’s largest producer of 
essential raw materials of manufac- 
ture, is able to provide for its own 

‘rquirements of food, and is at the 
game time one of the world’s largest 
exporters of manufactured goods. Not- 
withstanding occasional months of an 
“import surplus,” the annual excess 
of our exports over imports has ranged 
of recent years between $375,000,000 
and $981,000,000. Only through the 
annual investment of a thousand mil- 
lion dollars or so of American capital 
in foreign countries did it seem pos- 
sible to strike the balance, and what 
was to be the end of this rapid in- 
crease in Europe’s indebtedness many 
confessed themselves unable to pre- 
dict. The misgiving of the debtor 
States themselves was frankly ex- 
hibited in CLEMENCEaAU’s recent decla- 
ration that the upshot would be a 
plan for a loan:secured by territorial 
Possessions; which France, he added, 
would never accept. 

Dr. BONN does not offer a solution. 
He merely suggests that Americans 
should “elaborate a plan for ‘eco- 
nomic disarmament’,” giving all na- 
tions the opportunity to work out 
their own financial destiny. This is 
too vague to be convincing. The 
problem will presumably find solution 
under the influence of economic 
forces, unobserved when the economic 
maladjustment was at its worst, yet 
called into action by, that very fact. 
That our own economic prosperity is 
already calling for greatly increased 
¢onsumption of foreign products has 
‘keen shown jn our import of raw 





materials, which in 1925 was greater 
by $1,100,000,000 than in 1913, where- 
as our raw material exports had. in- 
creased only $640,000,000.. Economic 
forces move slowly. Economic prob- 
lems, especially in the international 
field; often need decades rather than 
single years for their solution, yet the 
world’s experience has been that in 
the end they are invariably solved. 
— — — 


THE WORST KIND OF DICTATOR. 

The upset in Greece appears to be 
little but the overthrow of one army 
dictator by another. The events at 
Athens seem in this respect much on 
a level with those at Lisbon, where 
one military man has succeeded an- 
other in the control of the Govern- 
ment with such frequency as to cause 
outsiders to lose count. There is no 
special reason to regret the overthrow 
of General PanGcaLos in Greece. He 
had not fulfilled his promise to appeal 
to the people to confirm him in power, 
and in other ways had disappointed 
public expectations. Moreover, he had 
been more and more resorting to 
tyrannical methods in suppressing po- 
litical discussion and in exiling arbi- 
trarily his opponents. If there had 
been something like a spontaneous 
and general uprising to oust him, the 
outside world might have felt enthu- 
siastic over his fall. But if, as ap- 
pears to bé the case, it is simply the 
army setting up one dictator in the 
room of another, it can hardly be ex- 
pected that even the friends of Greece 
will be greatly inspirited. 

While it is true that men formerly 
prominent in the civil life of Greece 
joined in the revolt, and are said to be 
now coming back to resume office, it 
is only too evident that the decisive 
voice was that of the army. Had not 
disaffection with PANGALOos crept into 
it, he could not\have been successfully 
attacked. It will be noted that the 
new military dictator, General Con- 
DYLIS, puts in the forefront of his pro- 
gram a pledge to bring about a re- 
organization of the “armed forces.” 
What this means is plain. The army 
and navy are first of all to be satis- 
fied. There could hardly be a more 
direct step toward establishing in 
Greece a Pretorian Guard, with power 
to make and unmake Presidents. 
While there are many kinds of dicta- 
torship, open or concealed, the very 
worst form, whether in ancient or in 
modern times, is that of a dictatorship 
by the army and navy. 

GEN. HASKELL ON THE GUARD. 

In an article about the New York 
National Guard in The Army and Navy 
Journal Major Gen. Writ1aM N. Has- 
KELL speaks as a professional soldier 
when he says that the Guard “ with 
“friendly cooperation and intelligent 
“assistance from our first line, the 
“regular army, is capable of being 
“ sharpened to an extreme edge of ef- 
“ficiency.” He was one of the most 
promising of the younger officers 
when Governor SMITH nominated him 
to be the commander of the New York 
National Guard. As a staff officer he 
had particularly distinguished himself 
in France, and in post-war work in 
Russia he displayed executive ability 
of a high order. A native of New 
York, a West Pointer, an honor man 
of the Infantry and Cavalry School, 
and a graduate of the Army War Col- 
lege, Colonel HASKELL seemed to be 
the best of choices. He has now been 
six months in his new post, and what 
he has to say about the organization 
is of special interest. 

In the development of the National 
Guard the State of New York “ has al- 
ways,” says General HasKELL, “ been 
“in the front rank. The history of 
“many of the New York units is com- 
“plete and continuous for over a cen* 
“tury.” In the World War New York 
furnished one. complete division, the 
Twenty-seventh, a home or National 
Army Division in the Seventy-seventh, 
while New York men served as com- 
bat troops in the Seventy-sixth, Sev- 
enty-eighth and Ninety-second Divi- 
sions. From first to last the State 
sent 867,864 men to the war. “ The 
“two distinctive New York State divi- 
“sions, the Twenty-seventh and Sev- 
“enty-seventh, stand, respectively, 
“fifth and fourth,” says General Has- 
KEuL, “in the record of days spent in 
“active sectors, being surpassed only 
“by the First, Second and Third Divi- 
“sions of the regular army.” How well 
trained and efficient the State Guard 
yas when the United States entered 
the war may be judged from the con- 
tribution it made of officer material. 
Three of its organizations, the Seventh 
Infantry, the First Cavalry and Squad- 
ron A, furnished no less than 3,000 
officers to the national armies. New 
York, of course, was not the only 
State that distinguished itself in this 
respect, but undoubtedly it took the 
lead. 

General HasKELL emphasizes the im- 
portance of the cooperation of New 
York with the Federal Government in 
the training of the Guard. In general 
the troops are well housed and looked 
after. Funds have been provided by 
the State that will make the State 
Camp of Instruction at Peekskill “a 
“model for the field training of in- 
“fantry,” while the Federal Govern- 
ment has contributed liberally to the 
mounted troops’ school of instruction 
at Pine Camp and that for Coast 
Artillery at Fort Ontario. The State 
Guard complement is now 22,489. A 
percentage of nearly 90 attended field 
training in 1925. Lighty per cent. 
regularly take the armory drills. The 
morale and esprit de corps General 
HasKELL has- found to be “very 





strong.” He has something handsome 
to say about the worth of the instruc- 
tors assigned from the regular army. 
The result is that the New York 
Guard was never in a higher state of 
efficiency. 


LEAVING IT ALL TO COOLIDGE. 

Some of the most esteemed political 
correspondents, “ near” the President 
and elsewhere, are displaying fine 
powers of imagination. They invent 
ingenious solutions of every problem 
that worries the politicians ahd which 
they suppose worries Mr. CooLImnaE. 
He, of course, is never to be quoted, 
but the anxious Senators and Repub- 
lican managers and chairmen of com- 
mittees who visit him always have an 
orphic smile for the reporters, with 
the air of meh who could, an’ they 
would, unfold a tale to freeze young 
blood. It seems to be taken for 
granted that’ every distressed Republi-’ 
can from Illinois or Pennsylvania or 
New York who goes to the President's 
vacation camp pours all his troubles 
out upon the executive shoulder and 
comes away relieved and guided. 

The latest purpose attributed to the 
President is to take control of the 
Republican campaign in this State. 
It is inferred, with a sort of mathe- 
matical logic, that because Senator 
WapswortH and Chairman Morris 
and President Korenia have succes- 
sively gone to confer ‘with Mr. CooL- 
ince he has by now all the tangled 
threads of New York Republican pol- 
itics in his hand and will proceed easily 
to unravel them. He will: select the 
candidate for Govérnor. He will de- 
cide what the great political issue in 
this State is to be. He will supervise 
if not actually write the Republican 
platform next. month. Already he has 
caused Senator WapsworTH to “ mod- 
ify” his views about prohibition. The 
true policy is for the Republicans to 
forget or ignore that question entirely, 
to talk about economy, to raise a cry 
of alarm about possible revision of the 
tariff, to shed a few tears over the 
extravagance of Governor SMITH and 
in general to cling as tightly as pos- 
sible to the coat-tails of President 
CooumpcE himself. 

Such is solemnly announced to be 
the positive program of Mr. Coorapor. 
Let those believe it who will. Simply 
because he listens sympathetically to 
the woes of visiting Republican states- 
men is no proof whatever that he 
abounds in their ideas or will come to 
their rescue. It is his official duty to 
hear what they say. But there is no 
real evidence to show that he is going 
to depart from his shrewd plan of 
refusing to interfere in State politics; 
declining to endorse any given candi- 
date; maintaining his policy of hands 
off in the party: campaign, so that his 
friends will be in a position after it is 
over to reaffirm their belief that he 
is thousands of votes stronger than 
the regular ticket. Those troubled 
New York Republicans who are s0 
eager to leave it all to Coo.ipcE will 
be very apt to find that, with what- 
ever kindness he may lend an ear to 
their sad plaint, he for his part will 
decide to leave it all alone.

ADJUSTING IMMIGRATION. . 
Immigration during the second year 
under the. 2 per cent. -quota act 
shows a net gain in population of 
227,496, or 13 per cent. more than 
last year. Analyzing these figures, 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board has pointed out that there is 
a marked increase in common laborers 
and that at the same time the number 
of immigrants listed as professional 
workers is increasing.. These figures 
apply only to European countries; 
from Mexico and Canada have come a 
large number of common laborers to 

swell the net gain for the year. 

In considering the economic aspects 
of immigration it is essential to keep 
in mind the broadest implications of 
these statistics. It is too often as- 
sumed that because the immigration 
restriction act limits the quotas of 
the European nations to a total of 
about 161,000 persons only that num- 
ber come in. Yet the actual numbers 
arriving from many of the quota 
countries are considerably in excess 
of the stipulated totals. This 1s due 
to the exempt persons admitted, ‘wives 
and children of citizens, and others in 
special categories. The Italian quota, 
for example, is 3,845, and yet 9,374 
Italian immigrants were admitted dur- 
ing the year. The number of Italians 
classed as students, visitors, merchants 
and officials is 22,365—a figure so 
large as to cause considerable sur- 
If they are kept out of the 
reckoning, and if the number, of 
Italians returning home is set off 
against the immigrants, the net loss 
in the Itallan population is 10,630. 

More nationals have returned to 
than have arrived from most of the 
Balkan countries and Spain and 
Portugal during the year. The excess 
of Greeks going home was 3,803, of 
Portuguese 2,196 and of Spaniards 
2,273. The total number of aliens re- 
turning home was 76,992. In place 
of Europeans we have been receiving 


prise. 


‘many Canadians and Mexicans, Here 


again, however, the figures do not in- 
dicate that the'increase has been pro- 
portional to the limitation of European 
emigration. Canada’s 91,000 compares 
with 86,000 in 1918, 101,000 in 1916 
and 90,000 in 1920. Mexico’s total of 
43,000 compares with 18,000 in 1913, 
18,000 in 1916 and 52,000 in 1920. 
Much of the Mexican migration is 
confined to persons who work on the 
railroads and, in some regions, as farm 
hands. The Canadian migration is not 





altogether permanent, but most of'|* 
those who come in ultimately become 
citizens. 

The; country obviously is adjusting 
itself to immigration restriction, The 
calamities foreseen by many of its 
opponents have not come to pass. But 
the question of the admission of rela- 
tives on a basi# that will be at. once 
humane and in accordance with the 
spirit of restriction remains to be ad- 
justed. This, together with the so- 
called “national origins” system of 
reapportioning the quotas, will require 
the attention of Congress next Winter.

BADLY PLACED STATUES. 

The settings in which Mr. THomas 
S. BoswortH has found many of the 
public statues of New York suggest 
that most. of them ought not to re- 
main in statu quo. Their surroundings 
have been so changed in the constant 
rebuilding of the city as to make them 
seem strangers to their environment. 
The Washington equestrian statue in 
Union Square not only faces nothing; 
it is almost unseen at this unsightly 
corner, where everybody is concerned 
to get across one street or another in 
the conflict of traffic. For many years 
it was banked about with the unearth- 
ings of subway construction. Relieved 
of that indignity, it has had others 
thrust upon it by parked cars, neg- 
lected railings and hideous signs. If 
the better-placed statue of LAFAYETTE 
salutes its old commander in chief, the 
salute is ignored. The Lincoln statue 
at the southwest cerner of the square 
would be no adequate memorial wher- 
ever situated. , 

Three corners of Madison Square are 
occupied by figures of men utterly 
unknown to the present generation. 
The fourth corner is still adorned by 
the Farragut of SAINT-GAUDENS; but it 
stands in a shabby park, brightened 
for a brief season by a few beds of 
flowers, and it gazes past a traffic 
tower into tall commercial buildings 
that have supplanted the more hos- 
pitable old houses, from one of which 
the guests of Delmonico’s used to look 
upon this noble monument. WILLIAM 
E. Dopasg, his arm resting upon a pile 
of books, could certainly have found 
@ more congenial site than the con- 
fusing confluence of Broadway and 
Sixth Avenue, and Horacn GREELEY, 
comfortably seated though he is, might 
wish a more delectable spot than in 
the shadow and noise of an elevated 
railroad station. 

So one might pass further up the 
island and find many other inappro- 
priately placed or unhappily environed 
statues. There is Dantsz, for example, 
meditating somewhere amid a maze of 
buildings devoted to the sale of auto- 
mobiles, and Cotumsus shut in by 
apartment houses instead of looking 
out upon the sea. But of all whom the 
generations gone by sought to honor, 
WASHINGTON IRVING has suffered most 
in the massive bust of him that rests 
on a clumsy pedestal in the unkempt 
park back of the Public Library, 
where he looks blankly into the sky- 
scrapers that take away all sight of 
the sky. If the bust is kept, «it 
should be at a height’ comporting 
with the heroic head and in some fit- 
ting spot.

PRESIDENT ELIOT. 

Time takes that stately and beloved 
presence; yet, for all his fullness of 
years, his spirit and his intellect were 
so strong, his interest in all things 
human so ardent, that it was hard to 
think of him as old, save in wisdom. 
In him the nation loses an accumula- 
tor of its imponderable and nobler 
wealth. His singular bravery of opin- 
ion raised up hosts of opponents, but 
the bitterness of those controversies 
has been assuaged. It was his good 
fortune, living, to see himself regarded 
as princeps rei publicae, the foremost 
American citizen. Public office’ he re- 
fused. His was the higher office of 
stimulating intelligence, of broadening 
tolerance, of advancing not merely 
elementary, high school and college 
education, but the education of the 
individual and national conscience to 
a sounder conception of domestic and 
international duties. 

If some of his experiments at Har- 
vard were unsuccessful, in his forty 
years there he was not only the 
founder of the new Harvard ' Univer- 
sity, but the inspirer and leader of 
that movement of college and univer- 
sity reorganization and growth still 
going on prodigiously. To take but a 
single instance, the Association of 
American Law Schools, comprising, 
we believe, fifty or more, may be said 
to spring directly from Mr. En ior’s 
appointment of CHRISTOPHER C: LANG- 
DELL as Dane Professor of Law in 
1870. The raised standard of our 
best professional schools, incredibly 
low within living memory, is due to 
him. He gave the impulse and set the 
example. As the Chancellor of Van- 
derbilt University said in 1924, “he 
“has been an honorary member of 
“every college Faculty, and his counsel 


“has helped ‘to solve all educational 
“‘ problems,” ; 

President Goopnow of Johns Hop- 
kins’ gave what is perhaps, the most 
authoritative evidence of Mr. Exror's 
fruitful ‘influence in education; 

\ When, nearly fifty years ago, its 
first President, Dr. Gi.MAN, was en- 
trusted by those appointed by JoHNns 
Hopkins to make use of the great 
gifts he had made to higher educa- 
tion with the organization of this 
university, it was to you that they 
and he turned: for advice. For the 
counsel’.which you then gave we 
shall ever be’ grateful. For such 
service as this institution has been 
able to render to the cause of Amer- 
ican education we recognize that we 
are in large measure indebted to you. 

Splendid and far-reaching .as had 
been his achievement at Cambridge, 
Mr. Exror, at 75, began to rest by 
means. of continuing labors. Freed 
from routine, he became a public man 
without place, ‘“‘a great public char- 
acter,” as LoweLL called President 
Quincy. On social, educational, eco- 
nomic, humanitarian, national and in- 
ternational questions, he threw the 
light of his crystalline thought and ex- 
pression. Accepted or contested, his 
opinions always stirred and often per- 
suaded. These last seventeen years 
have been not the least memorable of 
a life beneficently used and lived with 
constant zest. He was simple and be- 
nign. Of his mind and language one 
thinks as of his commemorative in- 
scriptions that have the relief of the 
choicest Syracusan coin, Many will 
remember, Harvard men off the classes 
among which the quinquennial star of 
death is falling fastest, will remem’ 


best, the music of his voice.

When Rupyarp Kip- 
LING, years ago, lay 
desperately ill in New 
Yorkand was snatched 
back from death’s door 
almost by a miracle, it seemed as if 
the whole world was for days watch- 
ing at his bedside. Telegrams of anx- 
ious sympathy came from many coun- 
tries. The medical bulletins were read 
with intense eagerness. It was felt 
universally that a great literary 
genius, with big work yet to do, was 
threatened with premature extinction. 

Yet that manifestation was by a 
class limited, after all, compared with 
the millions who have waited for the 
news hour by hour from the hospital 
where VALENTINO wrestled in vain with 
death. For every thousand readers 
which Kre.ina had, VALENTINO has had 
a hundred thousand spectators. If we 
‘were to judge fame by the numbers 
thrilled by personal interest, his would 
appear far to outstrip KIPLING’s. 

Any comparison of the two men 
would, of course, be absurd. They are 
not merely not in the same class; they 
scarcely lived in the same world. Yet 
the immense interest shown in the 
outcome of VALENTINO’s illness is a 
striking sign of what moving pictures 
have done to create a new mental aiti- 
tude in vast multitudes of people. They 
come to regard a favorite screen actor 
as one whom they have known in- 
timately. He is a household name in 
millions of homes where a mere writer 
of books could never hope to enter. It 
may be said to be a cheap and easily 
acquired fame, yet it is nevertheless 
fame on a gigantic scale.

Of the thousands 
of Americans who 
have been in Paris 
this Summer, it is 
estimated by a 
Paris newspaper that some 38,000 re- 
main reluctant ,Visitors. They have 
no money. Their holiday is over, but 
they cannot go back to work, for work 
is thousands of miles away across the 
sea. 

It is said that some of them had 
counted on finding employment in 
Paris. What they thought they could 
do.is a mystery. With an imperfect 
knowledge of French, or more prob- 
ably none at all, and with foggy no- 
tions of French business methods, they 
were more foolhardy than courageous 
in their resolve to get work in a for- 
eign land. 

Cabling home for funds is embar- 
rassing and, moreover, not always pro- 
ductive of cash. Appeals to the Amer- 
ican Consulate are futile. The Amer- 
ican Aid Society last year helped 
almost half of those who were strand- 
ed and the French Consulates have 
assisted some. 

It must be astonishing to the natives 
to learn that Americans without money 
exist. The French have expressed in- 
dignation at the careless American 
fashion of throwing francs about as 
if they were worthless. Pasting money 
on cameras and luggage is an offense 
in French eyes. But what do they 
think of these erstwhile millionaires 
who cannot pay hotel bills or buy a 
ticket home? If they are irritated by 
the likelihood of not being paid, there 
must also be a spice of malicious sat- 
isfaction mixed with their ‘annoyance 
at the spectacle of the. prodigals in 
poverty.

ARE NEW YORKERS MUSICAL? 


British Visitor Tells of Odd Occur- 
rence at a Stadium Concert. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a British visitor interested in 
music, I went last night to the Stadium 
concert to hear a performance of the 
famous New York Philharmonic Or- 
chestra and to observe the attitude of a 
“popular” New York audience to music 
of the best class. The performance, I 
may say at once, was superb, and the 
enthusiasm with which a really illumi- 
native rendering of Franck’s D minor 
symphony was received seemed to 
speak volumes for the taste and in- 
telligence of the great audience. I 
have to say “seemed” in view of what 
subsequently happened. 

The concert was to close with Rim- 
sky-Korsakoff’s ‘‘Spanish Caprice,” a 
work composed of five distinct move- 
ments, as the program clearly stated. 
The second movement ends in a tre- 
mendous fortissimo, and with the last 
crash the audience, almost en masse, 
rose to its feet and began to push’ out 
of the hall! In vain Frederick Stock, 
the guest conductor of the evening, 
kept his baton raise@ to begin the third 
movement. The audience had already 
(with the exception of a few people in 
front) turned its back to the platform, 
intent upon the exits, and after wait- 
ing for a minute or two in'an attitude 
of suspended animation, Mr. Stock ad+ 
dressed some remarks—which I could 
not catch—to the surging mass of 
backs, and then left the platform.

| dency to refer to France as a “rich 
country.” Whether France may be 
called “‘rich” depends upon the point 
of view; and I should like to show how, 
from a particular viewpoint—and an 
appealing one,.I believe—it is mislead- 


try, or to the French people as a rich 
people. 

The prosperity of a country in mod- 
ern times is reflected in “the incomes 
and living standards of its. individual 
citizens. On this basis a comparison 
of an American of any class, profes- 
sion, trade or occupation, with a 
Frenchman of corresponding position 
tells a revealing story. Exact.compari- 
son is difficult on account of the fluc- 
tuating exchange; but in order that I 
may be as nearly exact as possible I 
will speak of the closing months of my 
stay in France, when the franc was 
worth about 5 cents. My wife hired a 
seamstress by the day at 15 francs, or 
“75 cents. Our maid received 150 francs 
a month, or $7.50, and her meals. Com- 
mon labor was paid 20 francs, or $1, a 
day, or less. We hired an electrician 
and carpenter at 3 francs, or.15 cents, 
an hour. A stone mason got the ex- 
traordinary pay of 25 — or $1.25, 
a day. 

The rank and file of civil service 
employes received from 400 to 600 
francs, or $20 to $30; a month A 
French Deputy (Congressman) got 
scarcely the pay of a junior American 
clerk. The Mayor of a city was, fi- 
nancially speaking, about on a par 
with the humblest American clerk in 
the American Consulate, The post, 
telegraph and telephone services paid 
competent women operators 400 francs, 
or $20, a month. A salaried person 
receiving 1,000 francs a month, or $50, 
was considered well to do. My French 
professor’s salary was 1,100 frants a 
month. On visiting him at his home in 
Vaucluse, I found him, although not a 
property owner, referred to as one of 
the “rich men’”’ of the community. 

I could go on multiplying examples. 
The figures all tell the same story. 
No matter what your position as an 
American, your French, brother in the 
same class is struggling along on only 
a tithe of your income. 

His cost of living is high, too. We 
paid from 80 centimes to 1 franc each 
for fresh eggs, on 48 to 60 cents a 
dozen. Meats were about the same 
price as here. Bread was cheaper, 
roughly, 4 cents a pound. But the 
only really cheap things were wine 
and rent. Even these, however, were 
high for the Frenchman’s purse. 

But he does wonderful things with 
his money. His economies begin with 
the sou, one-fourth of 1 cent. An 
American who has not lived with the 
French people can have no adequate 
idea of French thrift. If the French- 
man is remarkable for economizing 
his sous, he is still more so for his 
ability to economize things. . Literally 
nothing is wasted. A bundle of twigs, 
gathered by hours of tedious labor, is 
precious—it is the only fuel many fam- 
ilies have. 

Yes, France is rich—not in money, 
but in things that money cannot buy; 
that no monetary standard can meas- 
ure. 

But to call France a rich country is 
misleading. . The Frenchman gets by 
because he- denies himself. Many of 
our necessities are to him unattain- 
able luxuries. As we Americans meas- 
ure things, the French are poor, very 
‘poor; and I feel sure that, were the 
debt a private matter, any one of us, 
meeting our French brother in the 
same occupation or station in life, 
where a comparison shows how poor 
he is, would settle it all with the char- 
acteristic, big-hearted American com- 
mand, ‘‘Forget it!’’ M. E. P.

The Cost of Cancellation. 
To the Editor of The. New York Times: 

For the benefit of your correspon- 
dents who express dread that the can- 
cellation of Hurope’s war debt would 
be a costly proceeding for the Ameri- 
can people, will you kindly reprint 
from your issue of Nov. 8, 1918, the 
following, by George BH. Roberts, of the 
National City Bank of New York; 


I do not consider the war debts an 
impossible ‘ burden. Suppose ‘the 
United States owes $20,000,000,000 or 
$25,000,000,000. The bonds are widely 
distributed. The taxes will be heavy, 
but they will pass out of the pockets 

of the taxpayers into the Treasury 
and out of the Treasury into the 
pockets of the bondholders, who 
come pretty near being the same 
people as the taxpayers. And even 
if they are not the same people, the 
capital is not lost, but is returned to 
the same communities. It will be 
there for use in industry, for invest- 
ment, for the employment of labor, 
and all these uses of capital have 
equalizing, compensating influences, 
so that all classes will be practically 
reimbursed. 


In other words, Mr. Roberts correct- 
ly maintains that no matter how much 
we owe to ourselves, the payment need 
cost us nothing. Our present Govern- 
ment indebtedness includes all that 
Europe owes the United States. . 

A general cancellation of all war ob- 
ligations on the basis outlined by the 
representative of America’s largest 
banking institution would be the great- 
est material benefit that humanity has 
ever realized.

Quick Justice in Murder Cases. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial on expediting justice is ap- 
propriate also to murder cases, The Sacco 
and Vanzetti case has been béfore the courts 
since 1920 and they are not yet sentenced. 
On the other hand, the British show how 
murder can be stamped out. 

Judicial statistics in 1926 for England and 
Wales, just received, show that forty-two 
were tried. for murder in 1924, the 
last year tabulated. Of these, ten were 
hanged, Thus one-fourth of all the persons 
indicted for any form of murder received the 
supreme penalty. 

Of the remaining cases, seventeen were 
insane; one was sentenced to seven years 
for manslaughter; three were sent to penal 
servitudé for life and eleven were acquitted. 
Justification for the acquittals and life penal 
servitude is in the fact that none can plead 
to second degree murder.

WEST POLAND, Me., Aug. 23 (7).— 
Senator Bert M. Fernald died late to- 
day at his home here after an illness 
of ten days, He was in his sixty-ninth 
year, 

The end had been expected for sev- 
eral days and all the members of his 
immediate family were at the bedside. 
These included Mrs. Fernald, their 
daughter, Mrs. Maurice T. Evelth of 
Kennebunk, and their son, James H. 
Fernald of West Poland. Senator 
Fernald had been unconscious for sev- 
eral hours before his death. 

The first intimation that Senator 
Fernald’s condition had become seri- 
ous came ten days ago when he in- 
formed the Republican State Com- 
mittee that he would be unable to ful- 
fill speaking engagements during the 
State election campaign. ~ 

After the adjournment of Congress 
he returned home greatly wearied from 
the long and arduous session. Re- 
cently intestinal indigestion developed 
and on Aug. 17 his physician, Dr. W. 
W., Bolster, announced that his con- 
dition was critical.

PORTLAND, Me., Aug. 23.—Governor 
Ralph ©. Brewster, Representative 
Wallace H. White and John E. Nelson 
and others intimately connected with 
Senator Fernald expressed today their 
grief at the death of the Senator. x 

“The most loved man in the public 
life of our generation has passed from 
the stage,’’ Governor Brewster said. 
“In every part of Maine he was greet- 
ed as a friend by. thousands of Maine 
citizens who for forty years have been 
learning something of his unfailing 
kindliness in every contact with man- 
kind and his inexhaustible joy in all 
the activities of a life that was full of* 
' service to his fellows and of loyalty to 
his ideals. 

“As chief executive of the State and 
as a Senator from Maine in the Con- 
gress of the United States he has left 
monuments that will endure as tributes 
to his vision and to his well warranted 
confidence in the constantly expagding 
horizon of our nation and State.”’ 

Representative Nelson lauded Sen- 
ator Fernald as one of the most prom- 
inent figures in the legislative, polit- 
ical and commercial affairs of the 
State and nation. 

“His record as an incorrupt servant 
of the people is one of which his fam- 
ily, his State and his nation may well 
be proud,’”’ said Mr. Nelson. 

Representative White characterized 
Senator Fernald’s death as a personal 
and public loss, saying: 

“He served his town, his State, nis 
nation. To all public positions he 
brought sound judgment, wide expe- 
rience, industry, uncompromising in- 
tegrity and the highest of public and 
private morals.

Once Governor of Maine. 


Senator Fernald was born in West 
2oland, Me., on April 8, 1858, the son 
of James H. and Betsy S. Libby Fer- 
nald, and was educated™in the public 
schools and Hebron Academy and in 
business and a schools in 
Boston. Since ny, ion in 
business as a Moca ne canned goods 
and since 1910 had been a member of 
the Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Canners’ Association.. He was a 
director of the Fidelity Trust Company 
of Boston and had other business con- 
nections. 

In 1897 he was elected a Representa- 
tive in the Maine Legislature. He was 
Governor of Maine from 1909 to 1911 
and served as a State Senator two 
terms.

WAR DEAD MEMORIAL 
UNVEILED BY PRESSMEN 


Undenominational Chapel Is Dedi- 
cated in Tennessee by Baker; 
Daniels and Berry. 


PRESSMEN’S HOME, Tenn., Aug. 23 
(®).—With words of praise falling from 
leading men of the United States and 
Canada, the memorial to the war dead 
of the International Printing Press- 
men’s Union was dedicated here today 
as the feature of the first day of the 
annual convention. 

Among the speakers were Newton D. 
Baker, former Secretary of War; 
Josephus Daniels, Secretary of the 
Navy during the World War; G. D. 
Robertson of Ottawa, member of the 
Canadian Senate and President of the 
Canadian Order of Railroad Telegra- 
phers. 

“The only man who lives is the man 
who is ready to die for others,” said 
Mr. Daniels in his address. 

“We can’never forget that when the 
testing time came to this generation, 
the youth of our day had as many 
Nathan Hales and Paul Reveres'as 
shone in the Revolutionary firmament. 
The call of 1917-18 was not to a class, 
but to all Americans * * * The nen 
who responded were the men who 
lived.” 

The memorial was characterized. by 
Senator Robertson as ‘‘a candle that 
should help enlighten a continent and 
hasten that happy day when tolerance 
will become a more conspicuous virtue 
in religious life.’’ 

He lauded the motive tha — 
the erection of the memori a- non- 
denominational chapel, the first me- 
morial to war dead erected by an inter- 
national labor union to be dedicated. 

Major George L. Berry, President of 
the pressmen’s union, preceded the 
calling of the roll of the 101 members 
of the union to whose memory the 
chapel was erected with a patriotic 
address.

Messages of Condolence and Tribute 
Pour In From All Parts 
of the Country.

NORTHEAST HARBOR, Me., Aug. 
23 ().—Funeral services for Dr. Charles 
W. KLUot, President Emeritus of Har- 
vard, who died yesterday at his Sum- 
mer home here, will be-held at noon 
tomorrow in the Union Church of 
Northeast “Harbor. Dr. Francis G. 
Peabody of Cambridge, Mass., brother 
of the first Mrs. Eliot, will preach the 
sérmon, and he will be assisted by Dr. 
Henry Wilder Foote of Belmont, Mass., 
@ nephew of Dr: Eliot. The body will 


be taken on the afternoon bdat to 
Cambridge, where services will be held 
on Wednesday in-the.Appleton Chapel 
at Harvard. 

Dr. Samuel A. Eliot, the only sur- 
viving member of Dr. Eliot’s imme- 
diate family, will accompany his fa- 
ther’s body to Cambridge. Burial will 
be in Mount Auburn Cemetery, Cam- 
bridge, where many? relatives have 
been laid at rest. 

While messages of sympathy from 
all parts of the country were received 
today, recalling the fame of the vener- 
able educator, scientist, philosopher 
and author, friends and neighbors 
here spoke of him also as one of the 
“founders” of Mount Desert Island. 
as a Summer colony. Dr. Eliot had 
been a Sunimer resident of the island 
for almost exactly fifty years, coming 
for the first time long before Bar 
Harbor became known as a fashion- 
able Summer centre. 

The house in which he died at Asti- 
cou, a mile from Northeast Harb6r, 
was built by him in 1880, and for 
several years prior to that the family 
had camped each Summer on Calf 
Island in Frenchman’s Bay. 

Dr. Eliot ‘had long taken an active 
interest in the welfare of Mount Desert 
Island and its proper development. He 
was one of the founders of the cor- 
poration known as the Hancock County 
Trustees of Public Reservations, out 
of which grew Lafayette National 
Park. He retained the presidency of 
this corporation until his death. 


Arrange for Harvard. Services.

BOSTON, Aug. 23.—Funeral services 
for Dr. Eliot will be held in the Apple- 
ton Chapel at Harvard University 
Wednesday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock. 
Arrangements have not been com- 


pleted and those officials who are in 
Cambriige are awaiting word from 
members of the Eliot family before 
completing the plans. 

All the department heads and pro- 
fessors who could be reached were 
notified of the death of Dr. Eliot by 
Dean Chester Greenough, who is in 
charge of the arrangements, and it is 
expected tnat most of them will be 
present tomorrow. 

All the university buildings will be 
closed during the day and work on the 
grounds will be halted for an hour 
during the funeral services, Repair 
work on Massachusetts Avenue near 
the college yard is to be stopped and 
all traffic detoured away from the 
grounds until the services are over. 

The high regard in which Dr. Eliot 
was held by those who worked under 
him in many capacities during his term 
as active head of the university was 
indicated by the expressions of sorrow 
at the administrative offices today as 
well as throughout the city. All flags 
at the university were placed at half- 
staff, as were those at the Harvard 
Club or Boston. 


Boston Tributes to Eliot. 


Tributes to the memory of Dr. Eliot 
included the following: 

Governor Fuller: 

“President Eliot was a splendid citi- 
zen. As President of America’s great- 
est university, he became one of the 
foremost educators of his time. His 
independence of mind and his fearless 
spirit won for him universal admira- 
tion. After a lifetime of exceptional 
length and accomplishments, a great 
spirit has joined those who have lived 
and labored for mankind.”

LONDON. Aug. 23.—In the course of 
a long article to be published tomor- 
row on the career of Dr. Charles W. 
Eliot, President Emeritus of Harvard, 
The London Times will say: 

“The history of Harvard during the 
forty years of Dr. Eliot's adminisfra- 
tion will remain the most permanent 
m Aument to his genius. 

‘When he was installed, Harvard’s 
teaching ‘was elementary and dogmatic, 
and her allied professional schools 
of divinity, law and medicine were 
meager in their equipment, slovenly in 
their methods and careless in their 
degrees. Only the germ of a great uni- 
versity was there. 

“All that Dr. Eliot accomplished at 
Harvard was the successful work of 
a cautious innovator rather than that 
of a revolutionist. Though he kept 
his eyes ever toward the future, he 
built always on the foundations of the 
past out of the materials at hand. 

“The elective system through which 
much has been done for American edu- 
cation, was not his invention. He 
merely adopted and fostered it by his 
profound faith in the principle of in- 
dividual liberty. 

“Under his guidance, Harvard great- 
ly increased in numbers and resources. 
The changes that he made in the col- 
lege and the professional schools all 
bore fruit in greater intellectual 
achievement. 

“The broadening of scope and the 
raising of standards were his constant 
objects. Believing that widespread edu- 
cation was essential for the welfare of 
his country, he strove to make Har- 
vard thoroughly national.”

- DIVORCED AT RENO 


wite Wins Suit After Brief 
Hearing, Husband Presenting 
No Opposition. 


SHE CHARGED. DESERTION 


Court Allows $150 Monthly for 
Daughter—Belmont Divorced — 
Also by His First Wife. 


Special to The New York Times. 

RENO, Nev., Aug. 23.—A divorce was 

* granted here today to Mrs. Carolyn 
Hulbert Belmont from Raymond Bel- 
Mont, son of the late August Belmont, 
‘New York banker. The hearing re- 
‘quired only about five minutes. Mrs. 
Belmont charged desertion a little more 
than a year ago. She did not go into 
the circumstances. 

, Mr. Belmont did not oppose the suit, 
although he was represented by coun- 
sel. The hearing took place after the 
regular court hours. Mrs. Belmont 
was ‘granted $150 a month for the sup- 
port of Elizabeth Hulbert Belmont, the 
minor child. The court reserved the 
right to increase or diminish the 
amount in the future. 

Mrs. Belmont has been living in a 
bungalow here with her daughter for 
the last six months. She has enter- 
tained and been entertained. A num- 
ber of ‘farewell parties recently have 
been given in her honor by her friends 
who knew her departure was immi- 
nent. She is leaving immediately for 
the East. 


Announcement that Mrs. Belmont, 
Raymond Belmont’s second wife, would 
file suit in Reno for divorce was made 
about two weeks ago. She had pre- 
viously attempted/. unsuccessfully to 
obtain a divorce in Paris, Mr. Belmont 
refused to accept service in that suit. 

Mrs. Belmont, the former Carolyn 
Hulbert, daughter of Mrs. Elizabeth 
J. Hulbert of Virginia, took up her 
residence in. Reno about the first of 
the year. 

The couple were married at Middle- 
burg, Va., on Sept. 19, 1916. Both were 
fond of horses and hunting and were 
frequently together in the hunting 
field. 

Mr. Belmont was first married in 
1912, his bride being Ethel Helen 
Linder, a show girl known on the 
stage as Ethel Loraine. She had ap- 
peared in. one of the Winter Garden 
productions. The couple were married 
in Jersey City without the knowledge 
of Mr. Belmont’s father. Eight days 
’. after the wedding young Belmont left 
his bride. At the time it was reported 
that August Belmont had offered the 
young woman a considerable sum if 
she would permit the marriage to be 
' annulled. 

A year later she filed a suit in the 
Supreme Court for separation and 
separate maintenance, alleging that 
her husband had contributed only $50 
to her support since their marriage. 
At. the same time Mr. Belmont pub- 
lished a notice that he would not be 
responsible for his wife’s debts. The 
suit came to trial in March; 1914. Jus- 
tice Greenbaum: scored Mrs. Belmont’s 
extravagance very heavily in his de- 
cision. She. was allowed alimony of 
$100 a month. In May, 191, Mrs. 
Belmont received a diverce. Three 
months later Mr. Belmznt’s engage- 
ment to Miss Hulbert was announced. 

Mr. Belmont attended the Reserve 
Officers’ Trailing Camp at Plattsburg 
in 1916. When this country entered 
the World War he went overseas as a 
Lieutenant i the headquarters troop 
of the Seventy-eighth Division. 

: The Belmonts made their home in 

Virginia. As far back as December, 
1924, it was rumored that the couple 
had agreed to scparate. 

Mr. Belmont is a’ graduate of 
Harvard and a member of the 
Racquet and Tennis, Knickerbocker 
and Meadow Brook Clubs.

| Recent discussion of the holding of 
another naval disarmament confer- 
ence by the United States, Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan 
aroused some inquiries as to what 
those nations had done in warship 
building since the Washington Con- 
ference of 1921. Light is thrown on 
the question by the following dis- 
patches from TIMES correspondents 
in London, Paris, Rome and Tokio.

LONDON, Aug. 23.—Since the Wash- 
ington Disarmament Conference Great 
Britain has completed, started build- 
ing or projected eighteen cruisers, ten 
submarines and two destroyers. 

Four of the cruisers, laid down before 
the conference, have been completed 
since ‘it was hela. These are the 
Emerald, Effingham and the Enter- 
prise, completed in 1925, and the Fro- 
bisher, completed in 1924. 

Five more, the Berwick, Cumberland, 
Suffolk, Cornwall and Kent, were laid 
down in 1924 and are scheduled to be 
completed in 1927. 

In addition, four cruisers, to be 

mamed the London, Devonshire, Shrop- 
shire and Sussex, are projected; also 
three as yet unnamed, and two, the 
Australia and Canberra, are to be built 
for Australia. 
- Of the ten submarines mentioned 
above two, named respectively the X-1 
and the L-27, were completed in 1925, 
and two more; the 0-1 and the L-26, 
are scheduled for completion in 1926. 
Besides these six others are projected. 

The two destroyers built since the 


Washington Conference are the Ama- 
zon of the Thornycroft type and the 
Ambuscade of the Yarrow type. 

The net British naval estimates for 
the last three years are £60,500,000 for 
1925-26, £55,800,000 for 1924-25 and 
£58,000,000 for 1923-24. 


Favor Parley Here Eventually. 


British official circles make it quite 
clear that Britain is by no means 
averse to participating in another 
Washington conference, but is inclined 
first to give a fair show to the pre- 
liminary Geneva disarmamént meeting. 

It is felt here that there will hardly 


be another regular conference this year 
or even next. “There is too much 
spade work to be done beforehand,” is 
the way one official phrased it to THE 
New YorRK TIMEs correspondent today. 

It is acknowledged that Geneva is 
proceeding slowly, but the difficulties 
of clearing the ground for definite dis- 
armament are fully recognized here. 

In general, British officialdom is in- 
clined to agree with Secretary Kel- 
logg’s views on disarmament, espe- 
cially regarding the impossibility of 
gauging the potential war strength of 
nations. 


Cruisers a Problem. 


One specific subject of naval dis- 
armament, the crux of the whole ques- 
tion in British eyes, is the limitation 
of cruisers. It is pointed out here that 
Britain ts very much nearer the Euro- 


pean Continent than America, and 
hence much more concerned with naval 
atrength and European Continental ac- 
tions. 

Cruisers, it is pointed out, are essen- 
tially defensive weapons, especially 
useful for protecting the trade routes 
on which Britain depends for her life. 
These lie largely through the Mediter- 
ranean, hence Britain is much con- 
cerned with the naval strength of the 
Mediterranean powers, France and 
Italy. 

She is not willing to agree to any 
limitations of British defensive naval 
units, namely, cruisers, unless the 
French and Italian offensive units, 
namely, submarines, are correspond- 
ingly limited. 

Hence the question of cruiser limita- 
tion is much more difficult for Britain 

—than the 5-5-3 ratio of battleship limi- 
tation which she accepted with the 
United States and Japan. 

She limited her battleships, which 
are essentially offensive naval weap- 
ons, practically without taking into ac- 
count the French and Italian battle- 
ship strength.

minutes later, the clock began tick- 
ing off the six months more it must

Japan Eager to End Navy Race.

TOKIO, Aug. 23.—Japan is particu- 
larly desirous of ending the naval con- 
struction race, realizing that the fi- 
nancing of a program to compete with 
America and Britain in naval expendi- 
tures is already a heavy burden. 

Since the Washington Conference the 
Japanese have spent $355,000,000 for 
naval construction on three separate 
building programs. The total appro- 
priation for the fiscal year 1923 was 
$91,000,000; for 1924, $89,000,000; 1925,

Italy Against Navy Cut.

ROME, Aug. 23.—Secretary Kellogg’s 
speech, which has been universally in- 
terpreted as the first step toward con- 
voking another naval disarmament 
conference in Washington, was re- 
ceived with a notable lack. of enthusi- 
asm in Italian official circles. 

The feeling here is that the primary 
object of such a conference would. be 
the limitation of cruisers, destroyers 


and submarines, and Italy is decidedly 
opposed to any attempt to limit these 
classes of war craft. 

The Foreign Ministry today officially 
refused to comment on Mr. Kellogg’s 
speech, on the plea that no. decisions 
had yet been taken on what attitude 
Italy would assume. 

From conversations with several of- 
ficials, including many at the Minis- 
try of Marine, it is obvious, however, 
that while Italy would naturally wish 
to participate in a conference where 
such important affairs would be dis- 
cussed, she would resist any attempt 
to limit small craft; for Italy’s opposi- 
tion is based on the argument that 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines 
are the only types of war vessels 
which can be afforded by the poorer 
nations of the world; and she there- 
fore sees in the attempt to limit them 
an effort to consolidate the present 
American-British naval supremacy. 

According to these officials the limi- 
tation of small craft would also tend 
to perpetuate the present naval status 
quo among the nations. 

Italy, on the contrary, feels that her 
present naval strength is inadequate 
as compared to that of other nations 
and may become even more inadequate 
in the future. She, therefore, is not 
willing to adhere to any agreement 
which might render the present rela- 
tive naval strength of the nations of 
the world definite and unalterable. 

In any case, official circles here be- 
lieve that steps toward convoking a 
naval disarmament conference in 
America are not imminent, as it will 
be necessary to wait for the discussion 
of the same subject in Geneva to be 
exhausted. 

Opinion is expressed, however, that, 
though the probabilities of an agree- 
ment on disarmament being reached 
in America are greater than at Ge- 
neva, the success of a conference there 
is also very doubtful, as America and 
Britain are probably the only two na- 
tions which truly desire a limitation of 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines.

OUSTS CANTON MEN 
TOALD MURDER HUNT 


Mayor Removes Police Chief 
and Two Members of the 
Civil Service Board. 


ROACHASSAILS PROSECUTO 


Special “Counsel Charges -That 
McClintock Is Inactive In 
Mellett Case. 


CANTON, Ohio, Aug. 23 (#).—Mayor 
Swartz today dismissed Chief of Po- 
lice Lengel on charges of inefficiency 
in the hunt for the slayers of Don R. 
Mellett, Canton publisher.' Lengel was 
under suspension for thirty days and 
was to have returned to duty tomor- 
row. 

The dismissed Chief has the right of 
appeal to the Civil Service Commission, 
which was reconstructed today by the 
appointment by the Mayor of two new 
members to succeed Brice Janson and 
John Burris, dismissed earlier in the 
day. 

Among the charges made against 
Lengel is one alleging that he ‘‘bun- 
gied” the investigation into the Mellett 
murder by not pressing the inquiry in 
its early days. Mellett was shot at 
his garage door, supposedly by under- 
world gangsters, early on the morning 
of July 16. Lengel was suspended eight 
days later. 

Other charges against the Chief are 
that he tolerated vice conditions and 
open bootlegging and that he had too 
intimate contact with the underworld 
and its characters and permitted the 
members of his department to have 
such contacts. Too close relationship 
with the underworld was charged 
against Lengel when the thirty-day 
suspension was imposed. 


Chief Will Fight Dismissal. 


It is understood that the Chief will 
fight the allegation that he permitted 
the murder inquiry to be ‘‘bungled”’ 


by attempting to show that. Mellett’s 
family interfered with the investigation 
immediately following the shooting. 

Mellett had made frequent attacks in 
his newspaper on the Police Depart- 
ment and had backed an attempt sev- 
eral months ago to have. Lengel re- 
moved. At that time Lengel appealed 
to the Civil Service Commission and 
was reinstated by a two to one vote, 
Janson and Burris favoring his reten- 
tion. James Allardice, the one Com- 
missioner of that date who still holds 
his position, voted to oust him. 

Janson and Burris were removed to- 
day when the Mayor found them guilty 
of neglect of duty. George Melborne 
and Charles Flory were appointed by 
the Mayor to replace them. : 

Until a new Chief is appointed, Earl 
W. Hexamer, Acting Chief and Safety 
Director, will continue to serve as 
head of the Police Department. Re- 
construction of the department is ex- 
pected as a result of the dismissal of 
Lengel. 

Another phase of the campaign 
against vice reached a climax today 
when Joseph R. Roach, Chicago at- 
torney investigating the murder of 
Don R. Mellett, Canton publisher, and 
the liquor conspiracy alleged to have 
given rise to.the murder plot, issued a 
statement censuring County Prosecutor 
Cc. B. McClintock. By reciting various 
transactions in which Mr. McClintock 
has figured, Mr. Roach attempted to 
show that the prosecutor had been gen- 
erally inactive in the murder case and 
an obstacle to the Federal inquiry. 


Want Pontius as Prosecutor. 


A move is afoot to have H. C. Pon- 
tius, former Common Pleas Judge, 
chosen special prosecutor. Pontius was 
counsel to Mellett. Pontius was also 
a participant in the grilling of Louis 
Mazer and Carl Studer in Cleveland 
last week when the former was for- 
mally accused of the Mellett murder 
and both were charged with conspiring 
to violate the prohibition law. 

Howell Leuck, Assistant Federal At- 
torney, has returned to Canton ex- 
pecting to issue two Federal warrants 
for arrests in the investigation into 
the liquor conspiracy linked with the 
plot to murder Mellett, who was assas- 
sinated July 16, presumably by the un- 
derworld cr its hirelings. 

Efforts to break down the alibi of 
Louis Mazer, charged with killing Mel- 
lett, were continued today. Mr. Roach 
is striking at the alibi through the 
story of Floyd Streitenberger, city de- 
tective, which at first supported 
Mazer’s alibi, but since, according to 
Roach, has become ‘‘wabbly.’”” Mazer 
and Streitenberger declare they were 
together at the latter’s home at the 
time of the murder. 

Mr. Roach’s evidence is being pre- 
pared for the Stark County Grand 
Jury, which reconvenes Wednesday. 


LEAGUE COUNCIL 
TO MEET SEPT. 2 


Main Question on the Agenda Is 
Reorganization of Seats to 
Admit Germany. 





GENEVA, Aug. 23 (4).—The forty- 
first session of the Council of the 
League of Nations will be officially 


convened on Sept. 2 under the presi- 
dency of Dr. Eduard Benes, Foreign 
Minister of Czechoslovakia, who has 
heretofore served as a Temporary 
Chairman of the League Assembly. 

The chief questjon.on the agenda 
will be the report of the Commission 
on Reorganization of the Council, 
which probably will hold its decisive 
meeting on Aug. 30, when the Spanish 
claim to a permanent seat may be 
decided. 

It is generally assumed that the 
great powers will allow nothing to in- 
terfere with the entrance of Germany 
to the League and to a permanent seat 
in the Council, and that even if Spain 
should unexpectedly obtain a perma- 
nent seat it would not be until after 
Germany has taken her seat in the 
Council,

TEAR GAS SUBDUES 
MADMAN WITH RIFLE 


Barricaded in Home, Queens 
Sniper Fires From Window at 
Besieging Policemen. 


BOMBS HURLED AT HIS DOOR 


Overcome by Fumes, He Staggers 
Out—Wlife Had Called Ald When 
He Acted Strangely. 


The police used tear gas bombs yes- 
terday morning to subdue a man who 
had gone suddenly mad and after 
barricading himself in his home in 
Richmond Hill begun to snipe at po- 
liceman in front of the house. Just 
before daylight Mrs. Anna Holton ran 
to the corner of 102d Street and Ja- 
maica Avenue and told Policeman Al- 
bert Fehrentz that her husband, Ever- 
ett Holton, 45 years old, was acting 


so strangely in their apartment at 
102-10 WNinety-third Street that she 
was afraid to remain in the house 
with him. 

When she awoke early in the morn- 
ing she said she found her husband 
was not in bed. He was walking up 
and down with a Mauser rifle in_ his 
hands and when she asked him what 
the trouble was, she said, he began 
to mutter and brandish. the rifle at 
her. 


Policemen Besiege Him. 


The policeman and Mrs. Holton re- 
turned to the apartment on the second 
floor of a two-family house. As the 


policeman went upstairs he heard the 
sound of a key being turned in the 
lock of the hall door. He tried to/ 
open it and then called to the man 
within. A bullet came tearing through 
the panel. 

Fehrentz retreated and telephoned to 
the station house for the reserves. 
Whie awaiting their coming he tried 
again to get Holton to open the door. 
Another bullet came as a reply. 
Twelve policemen then arrived. Hard- 
ly had they come to the front of the 
house when a window opened, the 
rifle was pushed through the opening 
and shots sent the reserves to cover. 

In order to draw the madman’s fire 
and exhaust his ammunition, the police 
began to fire at the house. At intervals 
the windows of the Holton apartment 
would open, the head of the besieged 
would appear and his rifle would be 
thrust out. 

This warfare was in progress when 
the emergency squad from the Classon 
Avenue station arrived. Those on the 
street could hear Holton talking to 
himself and apparently laughing at 
times. 

The emergency squad got into action 
while the shots of the entrenched po- 
licemen kept Holton engaged at the 
windows. One of the squad crept up 
the stairs and flung a bomb against 
the crack beneath the door. The draft 
carried the fumes into the room, for 
the retreating policeman could hear 
Holton coughing behind the door. 


Second Bomb Drives Him Out. 


The policemen waited several minutes, 
but Holton did not emerge. The firing 
from the window, however, slackened. 


Having donned their gas masks, the 
policemen went back up the stairs and 
hurled a second bomb at the door. Hol- 
ton could be heard coughing violently. 
Then the door was flung open and 
Holton staggered out and fell headlong 
into the arms of the policemen. 

Dr. Metz of Jamaica Hospital placed, 
him in a strait-jacket and he was 
taken to Kings County Hospital.

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 23.—Picturing 
her husband as leaving his home, clad 
in‘ pajamas and wandering in the road 
or hiding in bushes, and declaring that 
he had been ‘queer’? for fourteen 
years, Mrs. W. D. Manley gave the 
principal testimony today at the hear- 
ing of the petition for a guardian for 
| the President of the insolvent Bankers 


Trust Company, the failure.of which 
caused the closing of eighty-three 
‘banks in Georgia. 

Mrs. Manley is. seeking to be ap- 
pointed guardian of her husband, whom 
she declares to be mentally incompe- 
tent and who, according to his law- 
yers, will become insane or ‘die within 
thirty days. Her testimony today was 
supported by a number of experts. 

While Solicitor General Boykin is 
barred from active participation in the 
case, he issued a statement urging all 
creditors of Manley to appear at the 
hearing and seek to block guardian- 
ship. The State holds that the move 
may operate to hinder prosecution of 
the State’s case against Manley, who 
has been indicted on a charge of 
fraudulent insolvency. 

For more than an hour and a half 
Mrs. Manley occupied the stand, de- 
scribing in detail many of the eccen- 
tricities of her husband and of the 
many times he had turned against his 
family. She told of taking him to 
New York and Baltimore, where the 


that in her opinion Mr. Manley’s mind 
had not been normal for the past 
twelve years. 

Mrs. Manley related the history of 
Mr. Manley’s ailment from the time it 
started in 1914. She told of taking 
him, on the advice of local physicians, 
to New York,.to Maine ‘and to Johns 
Hopkins. : 

She testified that she once went to 
Washington to get him out of a hos- 
pital in which he had been first placed 
by a railway conductor during one of 
his ‘‘spells.’’ ‘He was on his way home 
from New York at the time. 

She also testified to insanity in the 
Manley family, declaring that a 
younger brother had been in a sani- 
tarium for mental diseases for more 
than a year. This feature of the testi- 
mony came in response to questions 
by Dr. John C. White, a member of 
the commission hearing the guardian- 
ship case. 


Feared Husband’s Opposition. 


“Although I considered my husband 
to be mentally abnormal, I would have 
entrusted to his judgment all the 
money I had rather than have him 
against’ me,’ ‘said Mrs. Manley. 
“Money cannot buy anything good, 
and I would not have had him turn 
against me for anything.” 

Many times, she said, Mr. Manley 
would not speak to her or any mem- 
bers of the family. He ate his meals 
in bed, refusing to come to the table 
where members of the family were, 
except on rare occasions. For weeks 
at a time the children were forced to 
stay away from the home because Mr. 
Manley could not stand them near him, 
she said. 

Often he would walk out on the road 
or hide in bushes clad only in his pa- 
jamas, and it was necessary almost to 
overpower-him before he would come 
back to the house, she said. 

“On one occasion,’’ Mrs. Manley tes- 
tified, ‘‘Mr. Manley stayed at the Pied- 
mont Sanitarium for three months, and 
during all of that time he would not 
allow me or any members of his fam- 
ily to come near him. He said he did 
not want to see us. He would not let 
us send him milk, flowers or do any- 
thing at all for him.” 


Avoided Home in Auto Rides. 


He. bought an automobile|and hired 
a chauffeur, and every day ‘would take 
a ride but always would ride on the 


south side of the city, never coming 
anywhere near his home, said Mrs. 
Manley. 

“Finally when he did come home one 
‘Sunday afternoon he said he had to 
leave the sanitarium because somebody 
was going to poison him,” she de- 
clared. 

Asked by her attorneys why she had 
not applied for guardianship before, 
Mrs. Manley replied that she would 
have become a pauper rather than 
turn her husband against her. 

Her testimony was given in a clear 
voice and practically every question 
asked was answered promptly. Her 
story was one of ten years of fear for 
the physical and mental condition of 
her husband. 

Other testimony brought out was 
that Manley h threatened to kill 
three Atlanta men with his automo- 
bile. Both Mrs. Manley and Judge 
Powell testified on this point. Judge 
Powell also said that it was difficult 
for receivers to. get the automobile 
away from Mr. Manley, as he had his

SWISS ARE PERTURBED 
BY NEW ITALIAN ROADS 


Construction of ‘Military’ Routes 
to Alpine Passes Causes Fear 
for Their Own Defenses.

GENEVA, Aug. 23.—In Swiss mili- 
tary circles there is some anxiety con- 
cerning the construction of a new Al- 
pine route by Italian military en- 
gineers to the summit of CoMdé San 
Giacomo at an altitude of 7,670 feet 
on the Swiss-Italian frontier above the 
Valley of Ossola. 

From a commercial or sport view- 
point, Swiss papers state this route is 
useless, as it is not connected with 
Swiss roads, and therefore its value 1s 
only strategic, In wartime, the Swiss 
papers add, the Italian enemy could 
mount from Domodossola to the termi- 
nus of this new route and capture im- 
portant Swiss military heights on 
Gries and Nuffenen peaks and thus 
command with heavy artillery pas- 
sages on Grimesel and Furka passes 
in the centre of Switzerland.

HUGE LOSSES BY SICKNESS 


Physiclans Say Extension of Pre- 
ventive Medicine Would Save 
Nation Millions Yearly.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 23.~ 
Rear Admiral William V. Pratt, Presi 
dent of the Naval War College, New 
port, told the Institute of Politics to- 
day that there are influences at work 
in the Far East which may at any 
time precipitate war in the Pacific. 

Admitting that the present world 
conditions are dangerous, though not 
as acute as those of. Europe in 1914, 
Admiral Pratt ‘pointed to the spirit of 
unrest in the Orient and among kin- 
dred races which expressed itself in 
local disturbances. Except Russia, the 
nations of the world, if war does come 
in the Far East, declared Admiral 
Pratt, wish to limit it to minor pro- 
portions, whereas the land of the So- 
viet wishes to have such a conflict as- 


sume the character of a world confla- 
gration. However, he said, if the 
United States is drawn into a war in 
the Pacific as one of the original bel- 
ligerents “it will be due to. blunder- 


Admiral Pratt spoke at the general 
conference on “The United States and 
the Far East,’’ conducted by Professor 
George H. Blakeslee of Clark Univer-’ 
sity. The other speakers were. Dr. 
Harry A. Garfield, President of Wil- 
liams College and Chairman-of the In- 
stitute of Politics, and Professor H. 
Duncan Hall of Syracuse University. 

Dr. Garfield asserted that the United 
States has already blundered in the 
Pacific by adoption of the Japanese 
Exclusion act. It would have been far 
wiser, according to Dr. Garfield, had 
this country passed over the immigra- 
tion question by allowing the quota - 
system to prevail and relying upon the 
gentlemen’s agreement of 1907. <. 

Dr. Garfield did not mean to inti- 
mate that the blunder would plunge 
the United States into war, but the 
exclusion act by itg ‘‘brutality’’ had 
hurt Japan, and he felt it the duty of 
individuals or nations to retrieve such 
blunders at the first opportunity. . 

Professor Hall, who spoke of Austra- 
lia and the Pacific and the relation of 
Australia to Japan and to the United 
States, said theré were difficulties be- 
tween this coun . and. Australia. 
which must be faced f: - 

“The reasons for the late en’ of 
America into the war have not been . 
fully understood in Australia,’’ he said. 
“The attitude of America’ tothe 
League of Nations, of which Australia 
is a loyal member, has created a 
slight undercurrent of irritation. There 
is a similar undercurrent with regard 
to the British debt settlement. Its le- 
gality is not questioned, and the wis- 
dom of Britain. meeting her legal obli- 
gations is fully accepted, .but in the 
light of all the facts there is some 
doubt as to the ultimate equity of the 
settlement.”’

On the Stock Exchange and In 


the Financial Markets. 


The stock market resumed its ad- 
vance with considerable vigor in the 
final hour of trading yesterday, but 
the opening had been characterized ‘by 
heaviness in many parts of the list, 
and throughout the morning the gen- 
eral movement had been irregular. 
Heavy selling, which had the effect of 
depressing issues that had been most 
active in the recent advance, was com- 
monly ascribed in Wall Street to pro- 
fessional traders. United States Steel 
common appeared to be under special 
pressure, sinking at one time to 148%. 
General Motors also declined sharply 
in the early dealings. The action of 
these stocks appeared to influence a 
large part of the list, especially the 
industrials. The railway shares did 
not share this weakness and were s0 


buoyant at times as to counteract the 
effect of the pressure that was being 
exerted in other sections of the list. 
The general market responded about 
noon to a rush of buying and the is- 
‘sues which had suffered most in the 
early declines recovered briskly. 
*,* 
Peculiar Market Movements. 

Although the predominating charac- 
teristic of the market at the close was 
one of recovery, nevertheless there 
were times in the course of the day, 
and especially in the forenoon, when 
stocks were inclined to yield and prices 
were highly irregular and lower. There 
was reason to believe that those who 
are “standing behind the. market’ 
were obliged to take a great deal of 
stock in the morning. For instance, 
United States Steel common, which 
closed at 152%, was under a steady 


fire of liquidation all the morning and| 


receded to 148%. Not a little of the 
power of resistance eventually shown 
by the market was derived from a sin- 
gle sale of United States Steel common 
at 150%. This was a block of 10,000 
shares, involving something more than 


$1,500,000 purchase money. When the 
pool took this stock with an appear- 
ance of confidence, the whole list 
seemed to revive, and some excellent 
gains were reported at the close, al- 
though here and there were losses even 
then.

“A Traders’ Market.” 
The action of the market supplied 


further evidence to many Wall Street 
watchers that trading had taken on a 
routine professional character. Sev- 
eral leading brokerage houses so class- 
ified the market in their comments, 
and they cited the action of the Stock 
Exchange yesterday to support their 
views. Some of them were bold 
enough to predict that no change in 
the character of the market was likely 
to take place until after the Labor 
Day holiday. The fact that one large 
house, popularly reputed to be acting 
for a pool, purchased a total of 40,000 


shares caused considerable comment 
and persuaded many observers that 
professional operations account for the 
major part of activity in the ‘trading 
favorites.”’

London Bids for Bonds. 

Although the state of industry in 
England is acting against large-scale 
overseas financing in London, bankers 
in New York seeking to buy bond is- 
sues in parts of South America are 
encountering British competition for 
special pieces of business.

Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
established new high record prices for 
the year yesterday in buying of 
marked strength. Both roads, in com- 
mon with other Northwestern carriers, 
earned substantially more in the first 
half of the year than in the same pe- 
riod last year, and, as their officials 
have pointed out, are now in the best 
physical condition ‘‘in their éntire his- 
tory.” The last half of the year will 
not yield the same proportionate gain, 
but is expected to be slightly better 
than in 1925. There have been rumors 
of dividend increases not only by the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern, 
but also by the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern, which has shared with them in 
the gradual improvement of conditions 
in that territory. The Interstate €om- 
merce Commission has instituted a 
hearing with a view to increasing class 
rates, which also is regarded in some 
quarters as ground for optimism. 
*,° 
Money Rates Firmer. , 
The slow hardening in money rates 
which has been in progress since the 
advance in the New York Federal Re- 
serve Bank’s rediscount rate was car- 
ried somewhat further yesterday when 
bank acceptances were marked up 
from one-eighth to one-quarter of 1 
per cent. The thirty-day bills and 
those from 120 to 150 days were 
% higher, while sixty-day\and ninety- 
day bills were up % The ad- 
vances were made in conformity 
with an increase in the Federal Re- 
serve Bank’s buying rate. Open mar- 
ket rates now are in the same relative 
position to the discount rate as they 
were before the rediscount advance. 
Demand from the interior of the coun- 


try was given as the principal reason 
for the higher money. The opinion was 
expressed by some yesterday that a 
further advance in the rediscount rate 
was possible if the present trend were 
to become more pronounced toward 
Autumn. Call money has not been af- 
fected by the present situation and 
was in light demand yesterday at the 
4% per cent. rate.

PAPERS ,FILED IN CHICAGO 


Recelvership Is Attacked and Plea 
-Made That Bankers’ Plan. .

Hdwin C. H. Jameson and his asso- 
cilates of the Bondholders’ Defense 
Committee are prepared, if necessary, 
to make a cash bid for the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway, it was 
announced yesterday at the offices of 
Miller, Otis, Farr & Henderson. Steps 
to take this action with the road, 
which is now in receivership, were be- 
gun yesterday with the filing in the 
United States District Court at Chi- 
cago of affidavits by the committee in 
opposition to the motion of the trus- 
tees of the road for an early sale. 

The proposed purchase is said:to be 
without precedent in American rail- 
road history. The, action would be 
taken in opposition to the plan of reor- 
ganization promulgated by Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. and the National City Company. 
Owing to its nature, Mr. Jameson asks 
in his affidavit for an extension of 
time in the date set for the sale of the 
road, and says that he is acting in 
the interests of both stockholders and 
bondholders, and reiterates willingness 
of those he represents to support ‘“‘any 


adequate and reasonable plan of reor- 
ganization.” 


Assails — 


Mr. Jameson, who is President of 
the Globe and Rutgers Fire Insurance 
Company, declares that the: receiver- 
ship was unnecessary, and that the 
receivership has mot been to the best 
interests of the company or its se- 
curity holders. He says that such re- 
ceivership could easily have been 
avoided through short term financ- 
ing and a voluntary extension of ma- 
turing bonds. The default created by 
the receivership, he adds, made nec- 
essary the refunding of all junior se- 
curities ef the’ company bearing low 
rates of interest, some as low as 4 per 
cent., at a higher rate. But for that, 
the receivership, he maintains, could 
be lifted at once without a sale and 
without disturbing existing securities. 

The committee represents more than 
$18,000,000 of refunding bonds, the 
largest single depositor his own 
company, the Globe and Rutgers 
Fire Insurance Company, which held 
$9,000,000 of bonds at the time of the 
receivership. 

Mr. Jameson asks that the sale be 
postponed until Congress has had an 
opportunity to pass the debt extension 
bill, which he says will make it possi- 
ble to modify the plan of reorgani- 
zation in the interest of all security 
holders, both stockholders and bond- 
holders, and will greatly improve the 
financial position of the railroad for 
the future. This bill was favorably 
reported by the Interstate Commerce 
Committee of the Senate at the last 
session of Congress, and is on the cal- 
endar for early consideration when 
the Congress meets in December. 


Calls Present Pian Unjust. 


If such a postponement cannot be 
had, Mr. Jameson asks that the pro- 
posed plan of reorganization be con- 
sidered by the court before setting a 
date of sale. He asserts that it is 
unjust and inequitable in many re- 
spects, especially to junior bondhold- 
ers, and says that his committee 
desires first of all a fair plan of re- 
organization in which they can par- 
ticipate. If a fair plan of reorganiza- 
tion can be obtained, he will no longer 
be interested either in the upset price 
or the date of ‘sale, except as_tne lat- 
ter may affect the passage of the debt 
extension bill by Congress. 

If the consideration of the plan of 
reorganization is to be deferred until 
after the sale, Mr. Jameson asks that 
an upset price be set that will at least 
yield a fair’ sum to the. dissenting 
bondholders for their bonds. He sug- 
gests an upset price of $80,000,000 for 
the Puget Sound extension, $150,000,000 
for the Lines East and $20,000,000 for 
= unpledged assets, or $250,000,000 in 
all. 

If a fair plan cannot be obtained in 
advance of a sale, and if an upset 


|| price is fixed which will not give a * 


fair price to dissenting bondholders, 
Mr. Jameson declares the Bondhold- 
ers’ Defense Committee has no alter- 
native but attempt to protect the 
bonds he represents by making a cash 
bid at the sale, although such a bid 
would involve competition with the 
powerful banking group allied back 
of the Kuhn, Loeb-National City Com- 
pany plan. 

To make competitive bidding at the 
sale possible, he asks for certain modi- 
fications of the decree as to the meth- 
od of sale by parcels, and for a notice 
of sale of six, or, at the very least, 
four months to enable an intending 
bidder to make an examination of the 
property, which embraces over 11,000 
miles of road, and after such an ex- 
amination to make the necessary fi- 
nancial arrangements. 

Surprised at Receivership, 

Mr. Jameson reviews the fact that 
the road earned its fixed charges in 
1923, had only a slight deficit in 1923, 
and a deficit of only $3,900,000 in 1925, 
despite extraordinary expenditures of 
$5,000,000, and is now earning more 
than its fixed charges, and that but; 
for the default created by the receivér- 
ship there would not/be any reason 
whatever why the receivership could 
not be lifted now without a sale.

He then 
bent his efforts to getting an exten- 
sion of the Government loan and a fair 

plan of reorganization. Those efforts 
gee Bi failed up to date, he says he 
is now forced to consider the final 
alternative of putting himself in a po- 
sition to make a eash bid at the sale.

Member Banks Loans and Dipsits Drop 
In Their Weekly Report as of Aug. 18 





WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board's weekly condition 
statement as of Aug. 18, of 697 re- 
porting member banks in leading cities, 
shows a decline of $45,000,000 in 
loans and discounts and an increase 
of $8,000,000 in investments. ‘These 
changes were accompanied by an in- 
crease of $18,000,000 in time deposits 
and decreases of $118,000,000 in net de- 
mand deposits and $7,000,000 in borrow- 
ings from the Federal Reserve Bank.

Exceptionally heavy trading took 
pla¢e in General Motors new stock in 
the Curb.

of the ‘carriers and what proportion 
of their earnings they may be expected 
to keep under the transportation act, 
which requires the delivery to the 


‘Government of one-half of all moneys 


received over a 6 per cent. return on 
valuation. 

The idea is prevalent that the rail- 
roads earning more than 6 per. cent. 
on their common sto¢tk will be required 
to give an accounting of their profits 
to. the Government when the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has com- 
pleted its appraisal of carrier prop- 
erties. This is not true. The rail- 
roads are required to return” one-half 
of all earnings over 6 per cent. on 
their property value, which in many 
instances has been made so large by 
the reinvestment of profits that the 


‘pailroad in question may earn $18 to 


$20 on its common stock without com- 
ing under the meaning of the recap- 
ture clause. 

Although establishing new records 
for all time of late, the railroads have 
not as a whole earned the 5%. per 
cent. considered a fair return, not to 
speak of the 6 per cent. to which they 
are entitled before any lévy is made 
upon their profits. During the war, 
while the industrials were piling \up 
the largest profits in their history, 
the railroads were errogsling under 
@ subnormal rate level and inefficient 
Government control. Now the situa- 
tion is somewhat different. The in- 
dustrials have reached the point where 
foreigh competition has assumed re- 
ality while the carriers are constantly 
reducing their expenses and retaining 
a larger proportion out of each dollar 
of revenue. 

In a period of slackening business, 
which appears likely to follow the pres- 
ent hoom times, the railroad ig less af- 
fected than the industrial, provided, 
of course, that the business decline 1s 
sufficiently gradual to permit the 
roads to curtail their operating costs 
in line with the decrease in business, 

The dividends paid on railroad ge- 
curities in.the past have represented 
but very small proportion of their 

ss revenues. The amounts paid in 
ividends on common stocks in both 
1928 and 1924 averaged considerably 
less than four per cent, of gross. Con- 
sequently, any improvement in gross 
not absorbed by increased expenses 
pyramids rapidly on the common stock 
of an average road.

FRENCH TOBACCO PRICES UP 


General Advance of From 20 to 60 
Per-Cent. in Effect Today. 
PARIS, Aug. 23 (#),—The second day 
of the opening of the central markets 
of Paris to household buyers at whole- 
sale prices caused a number of quar- 
rels, but not much alleviation of the 

high cost of living. 

This is one of the Government’s 
measures intended to beat down the 
ever-rising costs of the family budget. 
The demand wag go much greater than 
the supply that the market stalls were 
sold out early in the day and many 
housewives had to trudge home with 
empty baskets. 

Stale bread has not yet been placed 
on sale. The Minister of culture 
has asked the experts to fix the price } 
at the lowest figure that will compen- 
sate the bakers. 

A general increase in the price of to- 
bacco, ranging from 20 to 60 per cent., 
goes into effect tomorrow, the only ex- 
ception being the cheapest brand of 
cigarettes known as ordinary ‘‘cap- 
oral,’ the workingman’s smoke. Amer- 
ican cigarettes gelling for 15 cents at 
home will sell for from 6 to 9 francs, 
or about 27 cents.
